Russian Jews and Bolshevism. 


THE very interesting interview which Dr. PAZMANIK gives to the 
JeWisH CHRONICLE this week throws a good deal of light on Russian 
conditions just now. Dr, PAZMANIK, as we show, speaks from bitter experi-. 
ence—he has but lately escaped from Bolshevist Russia, and he makes it 
clear that, in essence, Bolshevism is a Russian movement. Indeed, the 
present is actually the Russian communists’ third time of asking; for 
twice before a movement indistinguishable from Bolshevism has been 
attempted in the country. If a considerable number of Bolshevist 
commissaries—the executive of the movement—are Jews, that 
is only the result of the oppressive régime which drove these men forth, 
and left them to nourish, in exile and misery, the dreams of revolution. 
It is the revenge of fate; and those who cry out against the Jews who 
have taken their place in the ranks of the Bolshevists must not forget 
the Jews whom the world left for generations to the tender mercies of a 
brutal Tsardom. So far as the bulk of Russian Jews are concerned, 
however, they have nothing to thank Bolshevism for but the comparative 
absence of pogroms, while, on the other hand, the bourgeois Jews owe 
to the movement their complete impoverishment and ecotiomic annihila- 


tion. Many Jewish communities have been completely destroyed in 
their corporate form. Hebrew schools are closed. The Hebrew 
Press is prohibited, and the heavy hand of Bolshevism lies 


even on the synagogues, too. This, we believe, gives a fair and’ 
sane account of the true relations of Jews with Bolshevism. It 

conveys what we have all along endeavoured to show, that to Jews, as 

such, Bolshevism makes no appeal; and that the Jews who have welcomed 

enthusiastically the conquering armies of DENIKIN are at least as much 

to be regarded as typical of their people as are the commissaries of the 

Bolshevist organisation. At least, they are proof of the absurdity of call- 

ing Bolshevism in any sense a Jewish movement. Dr. PAZMANIK, 

it will be seen, gives an appalling account of Jewish massacres in 

the Ukraine, putting the number of the victims at the colossal figure 

of 30.000. We devoutly hope that there is an element of error 

in this staggering estimate. But in the meantime something could 

surely be done to succour the unhappy survivors—something by the 

Jews and something by the Peace Conference, which keey’s the political 

status of the country in_a state of uncertainty. We note with pleasure, 

and we confess not without surprise, what Dr. PAZMANIK says of the 

democratic sentiments of DENIKIN and KOLTCHAK. Unfortunately we 

have also to take into account the “ mixed multitude” of reactionaries- 
who surround them, and who hope to float into power in the wakg of 
their victory. 


Hungarian Anti-Semitism. 


THE political kaleidoscope in Hungary continues to revolve with 
disconcerting rapidity, and to bring politicians now of one colour and now 
of another before the public eye. It appears, however, that Mr. 
FRIEDRICH, one of the most recent Premiers, refuses to budge from his 
office, and, so far as we know, nobody is able or willing to remove him, 
What is more, he retains with him, in the curiously inappro- 
priate office of Minister of National Minorities, a notorious member 
of the Clerical anti-Semitic Party, in the person of Mr. Jacos 
BLEYER. When the ARCHDUKE JOSEPH recently assumed the 
leadership of the State he was, very properly, repudiated by the 
Allies. But a man may be a danger to liberty, even if he be not 
born in the Imperial purple, and the Allies surely have an obligation to 
see that those who come into power in distracted Hungary are not 
men committed to a retrograde policy. As elsewhere, the theory 
has gone forth in Hungary that, as some Jews, either supposedly 
or in fact, were identified with the recent Communist régime, there- 
‘ore a vendetta must be proclaimed against the whole Jewish community, 


Hence the formation of a new anti-Jewish party under the flaming title, 
Help. Hungary!’’ Hence the wounding of Jewish students in Bada- 
pest, and all the other anti-Jewish manifestations. 


America, Syria, and Zionism. 

We do not know what amount of importance is to be 
attached to the agitation said to be brewing among Christians 
and Moslems in Palestine for the union of that country 
with Syria under an American mandate. At present the ceport rests 


upon the supposed statements of an American Mission and the 
despatches of a special correspondent of the. New York Herald. If they 
are true it is obvious that they concern French ambitions as well 
as Zionist aspirations, and perhaps we need not take too seriously the 
threat that the local population will “fight” for ‘an undivided Syria.” 
According to the« correspondent: “fear of Zionism is the compelling 
motive behind both Christians and Moslems.” The apprehension is not 
very well grounded, for assuredly neither one section nor the other has 
anything whatever to fear from Zionists. The leaders have made- that 
plain over and over again. They have declared the cultivation of good 
relations with non-Jews a cardinal principle of policy, and if they were so 
supremely foolish as to attempt any injustice the British mandatory Power, 
to say nothing of the League of Nations, would soon, and rightly, put an end 
to such crass folly. Qnoite apart from such shadowy dangers, we see 
no ground for the alleged agitation. So far as it has any ethnic basis at 
all, we would remind the local non-Jewish population that the ethnic test 
is not a political fetish, to be worshipped as a rigid and undeviating 
axiom of policy, to the exclusion of every other possible consideration. 
The Peace Conference has never taken such a fanatical view in its 
numerous territorial re-adjustments. Moreover, there are such things as 
the logic of history and the considerations raised by the abnormal position 
of Jews in the world’s political economy to-day. 


Dr. Weizmann and the Zionist Position. 


As bearing upon this point, the important article which we publish 
this week upon the policy at present being pursued by Zionists 
will be read, we believe, with no small interest. We should be 
profoundly sorry to find that our contributor is entirely accurate in what 
he supposes is the attitude that has been taken up by Dr. WEIZMANN. 
Because, if he is, then brilliant as our contributor rightly appraises the 
Zionist leader’s service to the Movement, the practical value of 
the Balfour Declaration shrinks very considerably from the estimate 
which the public was led to form of it when it was issued. If, on the 
other hand, our contributor has grossly misread the times (as he puts it), 
then we are bound to say that Dr. WEIZMANN is himself to blame for 
refusing that confidence to the world at large, which we have so 
insistently invoked. We quite appreciate the irony in Dr. 
WEIZMANN, when he ascribed the omnipotence to the Press which he did 
in his speech in the East End on Wednesday night. But 
it would be a poor sort of Press that could not discriminate between 
fact and theory, between promise and performance, and between reality 
and mirage. If the Press cannot, as Dr. WEIZMANN rightly says, make a 
Jewish State, the Press is able to discern even the first beginnings of a 
Jewish State when it sees them. The Zionist leader now assures us 
that he has obtained certain concessions from the British Govern- 
ment. He said, from the British Government, but presumably he 
must have meant from the Peace Conference; beeause the British 
Government has not yet the mandate for Palestine, and, therefore, 
bas not the capacity to give political concessions, however 
invaluable may be the British Government’s goodwill in that 
direction. Dr. WEIZMANN assures us that what he has obtained 
(whether from the British Government or from the Peace Conference), 
is everything that Herzl claimed. None would more enthusiastically 
rejoice than ourselves if this proved to beso. But why does not Dr. 
WEIZMANN  sbow usin some detail what he has obtained, and leave us to 
judge whether the high value he places upon his achievement is 
justified ? Such frank dealing is the sort of attitude to the public, 
that we have in the interests of the great cause with which he is so 
honourably identified, for so long adjared- Dr. WEIZMANN to adopt. If he 
bas what he now tells us he has, there can be no sort of difficulty—in any 
case he did not mention any—in “tabling the bill.” We observe 
that in the course of the same speech, Dr. WEIZMANN pleaded that 
it was not his fault that the hungry Jewish people have read into the 
Balfour Declaration more than it meant. The Zionist leader was not at 
his .best when he made that observation. “He, of all men, cannot 
now wash his hands of responsibility for the meaning that the 
masses of Jewry attached to the famous document to which he referred. 
He himself heard the foremost Jew among the Statesmen of this country 
proclaim at the Opera Honse meeting in November, 1917, that the 
British Declaration meant “ next year in Jerusalem ”; and the implication 
of that phrase the Jewish people understand quite well, Dr. WEIZMANN 
has allowed the impression, formed by this and similar speeches, to go 
forth and to sink into the minds of his coreligionists from end to end of the 
earth. If misunderstanding there has been, he has done nothing to correct 
it. On the contrary, he has exploited it to the full; and it hardly 
becoms him, now that the insistent demand is being made for the facts 
of the situation, to turn round and plead that he cannot help it, if the 
hungry Jewish people have been misled. It was not a good word on 
the part: of Dr. WEIZMANN. One thing, at least, is certain; it is not 
the fault of the Jewish people that they are “hungry.” Or, if it be, 
this is not exactly the moment to tell them so. 


An Insult to Jewry. 

Tue Morning Post of last Saturday, in the course of an article 
entitled “‘ An Insult to Poland,” returned to its anti-Jewish obsession in a 
leading article full of its well-known venom and offensiveness. It is difheult 
to understand the fury which the Morning Post betrays at the despatch ofa 
high-mindedand impartial gentleman like Sir STUART SAMUEL to investigate 
the truth about the Polish pogroms. If the Jews are so misguided as to 
believe that pogroms did take place, despite Polish denials, the 
Morning Post should welcome the sending of one of their own number 
to see for himself and report the facts to the Government and his 
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whether it really thinks it is serving any sane cause by comparing 
the President of the Deputies of British Jews with a megro, and 
throwing out personal insinuations against him. We suggest to 
our contemporary that this perpetual nagging at the Jewish 
Community is a slur upon its own past, and a degradation of British 
journalism which will eventually defeat its own purpose. The British 
nation is the last in the world to be impressed by the loud and unclean 
: abuse of a whole people in which the Morning Post oonstantly indulges. 
; Not for the first time the paper warns Jews against some terrible reckoning 
1 that may be in store for them. We have a better opinion of our non-Jewish 
fellow subjects than our reactionary contemporary. The Morning Post 
objects to what it conceives to be an insult to Poland, and proceeds, 
therefore to do its utmost to insult Jewry—and it has quite a unique 
capacity in that direction, we admit. The pity is that in its campaign it 


i} has found support from some misguided coreligionists, who must now 
a regret to see these malignant attacks turned against one who occupies a 
} leading and deservedly-honoured position in the community. 


The Folly of Anti-Alienism. 


Sir SIDNEY Low, in the course of his causerie this month, which he 
regularly contributes to the Fortnightly Review, offers some timely 
home truths which alien-hunters might well take to heart. Most of the 


earlier manufacturing arts and industries, he points out, were introduced 
or established by foreigners. 

“ Our first cloth-workers, silk-weavers, and lace-makers were French and 

Flemish refugees. Two Dutchmen began the manufacture of potiery; a 
German erected at Dartford the first English paper-mill ; Germansand Dutchmen 
taught us dyeing and bleaching; surveyors and contractors came from 
Holland to drain our fenlands and build embankments and windmills; French 
engineers introduced iron castings into the Sussex forges. France, Flanders, 
Italy, Spain, and the Rhineland, gave us the finer textiles and manufactured 
metals which we hardly attempted to produce ourselves until the great industrial 
era came upon us with a rush a century and a half ago.” 
And Sir SIDNEY might have added that the Russian Jewish immigrants 
. gave this country various branches of the garment trades, and those 
cheaper clothes for the masses which, largely superseding second-hand 
garments, have been of no small sanitary value, and which the working 
classes especially miss so acutely to-day. But Sir SIDNEY’'S significant 
enumeration is forcible enough to reveal the thoughtlessness, the folly, 
and downright disloyalty to the country’s real interests which underlie the 
agitalion against foreigners. A nation, no more than an individual, can 
afford to cut itseH off from the thought and practical assistance of other 
peoples, and the variegated British Empire least of all. The agitation 
rests upon the crazy assumption that the more the workers the less the 
work to go round, and so the poorer must the workers be—just for all the 
world like. the fatal theories which to day are said to be leading toa 
shrinkage in the coal output and in the. other vital industries of the 
country. Worst of all, in our eyes (as a correspondent shows in our 
present issue), it keeps alive the discussion and enmity between nation 
and nation, and thus converts the hope we once cherished, that the last 
war was ‘a war to end war,’ into a mockery. It leads, too, as our 
correspondent rightly points out, to national injustice, unfairness, and 
wrong-doing. That, alas, is the greatest and saddest evil of all! 


Help the Metropolitan Hospital ! 


We desire to direct the very earnest attention of our readers to the 
critical situation of the Metropolitan Hospital. Like individuals, this 
institution has been bard hit by the war. A hospital is not immune from 
high prices because it is a hospital, but it cannot re-coup itself, as 
individuals do, by raising its own charges to others. Hence the 

; intensified difficulties of the Metropolitan, aggravated, we are truly 
sorry to see, by the slowness with which the donations to the Florin 


Fund are coming in. Briefly put, the Hospital has no money io 
the bank, It has liabilities to tradesmen, etc., of over £15,000: 
and it has no securities or other assets to realise, or pledge with its 
bankers for an overdraft. So parlous is its condition, indeed, that 
according to Mr. J.C. BUCHAN}, the Secretary, with whom an interview 
appeared in the Daily Chronicle last Wednesday, the question of closing 
the institution altogether will have to be seriously considered if immediate 
help is not offered. In the case of a hospital with some four 
hundred beds, and sometimes an out-patient attendance of 165,000 
in the course of a single year, this would be a very grave calamity. 
And we ask our readers to reflect that it would be particularly 
unfortunate for our Community. The Metropolitan has a large 
Jewish clientele, for whom it has cared with uniform kind- 
ness. It is worth remembering that even in its old quarters in 
Bishopsgate it considerately provided special wards for Jewish patients, 
and, of course, this admirable tradition is continued in the present local, 
besides which a separate Jewish kitchen and a Yiddish-speaking doctor 
are provided. The late Mr. LEorpoLp pE ROTHSCHILD was a Treasurer 
of the hospital, and his esteemed son (Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD) now 
acts in the same capacity. We beg our readers to rally to the hospital’s 
support. ‘The community cannot, in sheer gratitude, or without serious 
injury to our poor coreligionists, afford to neglect its appeal.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
A SCRAP FROM A DIARY. 


By Mentor. 


HE following brief extract from a Diary that has attained some 
fame, contains reference to more than ‘one topic of present 
interest. 


There was a pretty large circle this evening, Dr. Pampstock 
was in very good humour, lively, and ready to talk upon 
all subjects. F., the musician told him that on the Pier 
objection had been raised to the playing of music by Wagner, 
because he wasa German. “That shows,” he said, “that those 
who objected cared nothing for music. Sir,” he continued, “it was 
* mot Wagner they played but Wagner’s music, and he who loves 
music loves all music whoever and whatever be may have been who 
composed it, providing it is good music. Music belongs to all the 
world, and it is mere vain folly to assign it just to the particular 
country to which the composer belongs.” I asked him if he did not 
think there were national traits in music according to the nationality 
of the one who wrote it, just as with literature. “There is 
an essential difference,”’ he answered, * because music speaks with one 
universal language.” From that he fell to talking about cosmo- 
politanism which he greatly admired, and explained how he thonght 
that the fostering of national separateness, when carried to the 
degree that is now the vogue, was a blunder to which mach evil is 
attributable. “ Jews,” he exclaimed, “are always so afraid to be 
regarded as cosmopolitan. Yet not alone are they so, but it is 
inevitablethat they shouldbe so; and that, although in a political sense, 
they are devoted citizens of the various countries they inhabit. But 
they are cosmopolitan because their characteristics as Jews so prove 
them to be. These characteristics are not veiled even by the veneer 
of environment which the various countries impose upon them.” 
I suggested that the Jews then were like music, insomuch that they 
were of the world at large.” “ Yes, sir, but without the harmony 
of music,” he replied, laughing at his own jest. 
The cosmopolitanism or universality of the Jew was frequently 
a theme with the learned Doctor. He often referred to it, and on 
this occasion he emp!oyed it in respect to the gambling propensity in 
the Jew, which, he said, he had noticed to be a general characteristic 
of the race in whatever conntry he had seen them. The card- 
playing habit, he said, he had notedin Jews in the East when he 
travelled there, just as he bad noted it among Jews South of the 
Equator and Jews in the far West of America when he had 
traversed those regions.. Always, he assured. me, Jews were 
more prominently card-gamblers than non-Jews. “Sir, I cannot 
altogether account for it. For, of the many vices attributed 
to our people in the Bible, I do not recollect their ever having been 
accused of being gamblers. In fact,” he remarked, “the word 
*gamble’ does not appear to be in the Bible at all, Although,” he 
. quickly added, smilingly, “there is no gainsaying the fact that Job 
made a fourth, But, joking apart, Sir, it is distressing to witness the 
extent to which the craze seizes some of our people. I witnessed, 
when taking my early walk after breakfast along the front, several 
houses in which parties unmistakably of Jews, were sitting by open 
windows playing cards, wonren as well as men, and sometimes, as I 
observed, quite young women and merely but boys! It seems 
remarkable that some people should thus think to spend their 
holiday! But, Sir, it seems even more strange that these people 
should be so vulgar.” 


It had’ been my intention to make a far longer extract from the 
inimitable diary of the venerable doctor, but for reasons that will, I hope, 
appeal to all readers, I must plead place aux enfants. For the work in 
hand which has been undertaken in their behalf is heavy, and the time 
for accomplishing it is short. And, 1 would add, space which a considerate 
and genial editor can spare to one contributor, is not exactly illimitable.

JEWS IN EASTERN EUROPE. — 
THE POGROMS. 


- THE EXCESSES AT MINSK. 


Warsaw 

Reports received here from Minsk state that the Jews, on hearin, of 
the approach of the Polish Army, closed their businesses and kept ind. ors. 
The Polish residents also closed their businesses, but they marked their <))\p5 
“Polish.” The soldiers delivered the first attack on the Jewish Co-operative S:. ;-s. 
From there the riotous soldiers, reinforced by civilians, proceeded to Zac})a;. y. 
skaya and Gubernatorskaya streets and to the Niznibazaar and Ribnibazaar ing 
plundered jews’ business places. The rioters shouted “ Down wrth the Je. 5” 
and “ Death to the jews,” and kept on firing in the air. Jews appearing ™: ;\e 
windows were shot. The attack of the rioters on the Jews’ residences «as 
accompanied by assaults. Many Jews were cruelly beaten, and a number « so 
lost their beards. jews were stopped in the streets, and robbe' of 
their overcoats. In many cases goods belonging to Jews were removed 
in vans. On the appearance in the sreets of the American Com. 
missioners, General Jadwin and Professor Gothard, in a motor-car flyiny the 
American flag, the pogrom ceased, and only isolated attacks on indiv)‘.al 
Jews were continued in various localities. The pogrom lasted nearly th: ee 
days. On the third day the military high command announced that «he 
crimes of plandering goods and killing people were punishable with dea). 
The Jews were invited to indicate ali persons guilty of plandering their goo is 
and to open their shops. The American Commissioners gave assistance |o (he 
pogrom sufferers and addressed a meeting at the Great Synagogue, at which 
they comforted our coreligionisis and p: omised to protec: their interests. 
Professor Gothard also promised to remain in Minsk until the arrival of Mr. 
Morgenthau. 


POLISH OFFICIAL AGENCY ON THE POGROM. 


The Polish official agency issued a statement asserting that the accounts of 
the occurrences at Minsk were exaggerated, that only seven Jews perished 
there, and that the attempts to plunder shops were stopped. 


NAMES OF THE VICTIMS. 


The first list of. killed contains nineteen names. They are: Abo Levin 
(aged 55), Doctor Freido (42), Rachel Freidman (45), her son Moses Freidm io 
(17), Moses Mialowitzky (63), Ooza Shulman (26), Mordechai Levinson (50), 
Leah Horowitz (65), Hinde Horowitz (12); Moses Sheftenwo! (22), K»o «! 
Romanov (23), Leb Rosin (60), Faivel Oksenkruk (68), Berel Priklad (20), 
Rachel Marshach (40), Shepsel Bogaturski (20), Abraham Rubin (55), Jacob 
Lipman (18), and Eiger Levin. In addition, about seventy Jews were arrested 
and sent to Vilna. 


LATER. 

The latest information is that the number of murdered Jews during 
the pogrom is thirty-six. In addition, about twenty-five Jews were killed in ‘be 
townlets near Minsk. The American Commissioner, Mr. Gothard, is examining 
the circumstances of the assassination of Jewis! civilians near Minsk. 

It bas transpired that in the course of the pogrom soldiers entered a syna- 
gogue and tore up three Scrolls of the Law and many Tallisim. They also cut 
off the beard of the beadle. 


JEW-BAITING AT BUDAPEST. 


RABBI “TORTURED. 

The Manchester Guardian on Monday printed a communication from i:s 
Budapest correspondent, dated August 22nd, but delayed in transmission. io 
the course of his letter the correspondent states : 

“M. Clemenceau's announcement has brought the Archduke and tie 
Friedrich Government down with acrash Sill more important, it bas put 
consternation into the hearts of the White Terrorists and anti-Semites, who [««! 
power slipping out of their fingers. A panic excitement prevailed amo, 
reactionary elements here to-day on receipt of the news The Casile was 
besieged by all sorts of deputations, organised by parish priests and Christian 
Socialists, anxious to plead for the Archduke before the Allied Generals. The 
pleas were often nakedly anti-Semitic, urging that if the Archduca! régime were 
overthrown the country would fal! into the bands of the Jews of Budapest. 

“When I visited the Castle in the forenoon a depuration in the Castle 
square was amusing itself with the bunt and torture of the Jewish Rabbi and a 


few compa ions—helpless, respectable gentlemen, who were being kicked and 


bludgeoned by the deputation, The agonised howls of the Rabbi must bave 
been clearly audible to the Generals in the room above the square, I watched 
for some tinre with considerable interest the frank demonstrations of delight on 
the part of the priests accompanying the deputation at these proceedings. 

“ The incident illustrares the naive mentality of the supporters of the Arch- 
ducal régime. They have not-the least idea that what they dois abborrent to 
western civilised minds. It should not be forgo'ten that the Archducal cou) 
and the conSequent terrorism and pogroms have been carried through by a gang 
of the old régime, officers working in conjunction with the more ignorant sec- 
tion of the priesthood. The worst legacy of the Archduke's brief and dis- 
honourable usurpation of power is the well-organised and widely-estab! ished 
anti-Semitic Christian Socialists" party. the disgrace of this nation, 
now so much a force to be reckoned with that decent people, whose stomac!s 
are nauseated by anti-Semitism, eonfess to the necessity of including Christiao 
Socialists in any Coalition Government, if only to put a check on anti. 
Semitism, on the principle of setting a thief to catch athief, Anti-Semitism |s 
not deeply rooted in Hungary. It is largely the artificial creation of this 
detestable Government, towards which he Ejftente bas. shown excesstve 

ience.” 
ee Mr. Lucien Jones, the special correspendent of the Daily Express at 


‘Budapest, wrote on the 28h August :— 


“Further reports of the beating and massacring of Jews in the provinces 
reached Budapest to-day. Women and children have left their homes and are 
hiding in the cornfields in fear of their lives. Allowing for exaggeration and 
the bigh anti-Semitic feeling which prevails, there is evidence in some cases 
that whole families, from » grandmorher to the youngest child, have been 
extirpated. 

“ Posters appeared in the Budapest streets to-day on behalf of the ‘ Awake, 
Hungary,’ Party. They showed a picture of the Crucifixion, with numbers of 
Jews looking on. Thetop poster bore the rema k, in large characters: ‘ Join 
us and we will finish them off quickly.’ 

“Owing to the presence of the Entente missions Jews in Budapest are 
occasionally thrashed, but otberwise have come to little barm, Feeling is 
running high, and a pogrom on a large scale is threatened daily. Members of 
the Allied Missions are investigating the reports of ill-treatment of fews in the 
provinces,”

THE POGROMS IN THE UKRAINE, 
MORE THAN 30,000 VICTIMS. 


The Jiidische Rundschau, organ of the Zionist body in Germany, has 
po a detailed report on the pogroms in the Ukraine, which has been drafted 
y Mr. Grossman, member of the Jewish National Secretariat of that country. 
According to this report, it aprears that between November 1918 and May 
1919. there were pogroms in no fewer than 127 towns of the Ukraine, and that 
between 30,000 and 35.000 jews lost their lives. The names of the Killed are 
minutely recorded in the National Secretariat of the Jews in the Ukraine, so that 
full responsibility may be accepted for these data. The material damage is 
estimated at one milliard roubles. | 


PEREYASLAV MASSACRE. 
CopennaGEN [F.O.C.] 


A massacre of Jews occurred at Pereyaslav (Ukraine), in the course of 
which three hundred and twenty-six Jews lost their lives. 


REPORTED MASSACRE AT SHUMSK. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
According to news received by the Polish Press at Lemberg, the Bolsheviks 


organised a massacre of Jews at Shumsk before their retirement from the 
town, 


JEWS EXPELLED FROM POLISH VILLAGES. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.} 
The authorities of the Kozenitz district issued an order providing for the 
expulsion of all Jews residing on peasants’ land in the villages. The Jewish 
deputies sent a request to the Ministry to cancel the order, which contradicted 
the terms of the Peace Treaty and constituted a revival of old Russian methods. 


BRODY JEWISH HOSTAGES RELEASED. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.]} 

In response to the petition of the Jewish deputies, the Government has 
released the sixteen Jewish hostages who were arrested at Brody after the 
occupation of the town by Polish troops. 


LIBEL ON A RABBI, 


Warsaw [F.O.C.] 

The strangest feature of the visit of Deputy Farbstein to the camp at 
Stzolskow, where large numbers of Jews and Jewesses are interned, was the 
appeal addressed to him by the commandant asking him to warn the 
Jewish inhabitants of the neighbouring townlet, Siuptze, not to have any 
dealings with the interned, as be was in possession of documents proving that 
the Bolshevik Government of Russia was endeavouring to establish 
communications with the Bolsheviks in the camp, and to transmit money 
to them with the help of the Rabbi of Sluptze. Deputy Farbstein 
expressed the wish to see the documents, but they were not shown to bim. An 
inquiry, however, established the fact that the only “ proof” in possession of 
the Commandant was the transmission of fifty marks by the Kabbi tothe 
imerned old Jew, Joshua Galetzky. That money, however, came not from the 
Bolshevik Government, but from the son of the prisoner who resides at Pinsk. 
The old man was arrested and interned on his way to his son, without any reason 
whatsoever and despite the fact that prominent Jews testified to and guaranteed 
his good conduct. On hearing of the misfortune which had befallen his 
father, the son sent seventy-five marks to the Rabbi of Kalish wiih a request to 
transmit the money to the aged man. The Rabbi of Kalish forwarded the money 
to the Rabbi of Sluptze, who, in his turn, sent it to the old man in the camp. 
Whea the Commandant heard of the matter, Galetzky received twenty-five 
strokes for taking the money.

On the occasion of the visit of Mr. Paderewski to Rawa a banquet was 
Organised in bis honour. Rabbi Echiel Moses Rappoport was among the 
guests. The Rabb: welcomed the Premier in the name of the Jews and wished 
him success. Mr, Paderewski, in reply, appealed to all to stop the conflict 
be: ween jews and Christian Poles, He then conversed with the Rabbi, and 
cordially shook hands witb bim. 


ABSURD ACCUSATIONS. 
Warsaw [F.O.C ] 
The ridiculous stories spread here of the alleged discovery of docu- 
ments proving that the Zionists, Judge Brandeis, Ambassador Morris, and 
the Italian General Teogri, have become favourable to the German cause, 
and tbat plots were arranged to spread news about Polish roms, were eagerly 
taken up as reliable by Polish organs. With an air of triumph some 
organs assert that in future anybody who dares to attack Poland and accuse 
her of anti Semitic action will, in order to be taken seriously, bave to submit 
proofs that he is not a German agent in the pay of the German Government. 
The Polish Press shows unmistakeable signs of annoyance at the decisions 
of the French League of Human Rights and of the Socialists to send com- 
missions to inquire into the pogroms. Some organs threaten that the patience 
of Poland will soon be exhausted if new commisstons find their way into Poland, 


POLISH ELECTIONS AND THE SABBATH. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 

Rabbi Halpern visited the Minister of the Interior, and drew his attention 
to the fact that at Makow and Chechanow ‘he municipal elections bad been 
fixed to take place on a Saturday, an arrangement which was contrary to tne 
terms of the Peace Treaty. The Minister immediately wired to the authorities 
to postpone the elections to another day in the week. He also requested the 
Rabbi to keep him informed of all fixtures of elections on Saturdays,

Jewish Memorial to Lettland Parliament.

The leaders of the Jewish masses in Lettland have submitted a memoria! to 
Parliament demanding National-Personal Autonomy for the Jews. 


Rumania and the Jewish Question. 


The Committee in Paris for the Defence of the Jews in Rumania, have 
published their Memorandum to the Peace Conference on the Jewish question 


in that country. The Memorandum sets forth various claims for the grant of 
naturalisation of native Jews. 


Anti-Jewish Demonstration in Vienna. 


A demonstration of railway workers took place recently in Vienna. The 
procession, after halting at the Foreign Office, marched through the principal 
streets of the city. 
inscribed the words: ‘ Away with the Jews.” Insulting epithets were applied 
to the Jews and the Czechs generally, and men and women whose physiognomy 
showed them to be Jews were greeted with abuse. The police, it is true, inter- 
vened, but they were powerless to stop the insults. 


Anti-Semitism in Berlin. 


The Deutsche Tageszeitung (Berlin) waxed farious, in a recent issue, 
because on the Potsdamer Platz a Jewish lady smacked the face of a vendor 
of the anti-Semitic Deutsche Wochenbdilatt, and caused his arrest by a police- 
man. The mob which assembled took the part of the newsvendor, and the 
lady and the policeman narrowly escaped being seriously assaulted. The 
Deutsche Tageszeitung complains that since the Government has taken 
measures to combat anu-Semitism, the Jews imagine themselves to be masters 
of the situation. The paper puts a series of questions to the Government, one 
of which reads: “ What action will it adopt against this lynching method of a 
Jewish lady ?” On this question the Berliner Tag: blatt mordantly remarks 
that the lady on the Potsdamer Platz appears to have been in greater danger 
— was the entire editorial staff of the Deutsche Tageszeitung throughout 
the war. 

At the weekly meeting of the Pan-German League, in Berlin, Baron von 
Vielinghoff, in the course of his speech, said: “ We demand the union of 
German-Austria with Germany, and the abolition of the unbearable domination 
of the Jews.” 


Frankfort Labour Council and Anti-Semitism. 

Zuricu [F.O.C.} 
The Labour Council at Frankfort has strongly condemned the anti-Semitic 

pogrom movement, and resolved to oppose it. 


Plight of the Jews at Aidin. 


Smyrna [F.O.C 
Recent political and military events in Asia Minor bave reduced the Jews 
in the Province, notably those in the town of Aidin, to a deplorable con:it.on, 
After the military occupation of the town by Hellenic troops, the Turkish 
National Army made incursions into the Greek camp and compelied the Urecks 
provisionally to evacuate the place pending tbe arrival of reinforcements, 
During their occupation of Aidin, the Turks, exa»perated at seeing their terri- 
tories handed over to their hereditary enemies, set everything on fire. Nearly 
the entire town, hitherto so flourishing and full of life, has been a prey to 
flames. To-day Aidin is a mass ‘of ruins, and the desolation is immense, 
especially among the Greeks and Jews. The efforts displayed by the Greek 
authorities to succour these people are very laudable, but they are 


inadequate. The Jewish Community of Smyrna, showiog a fine spvrit 
of jewish charity and solidarity, were indefatigable in their = efforts 
to remedy the deplorable state of affairs. Under ts care, bundreds 


of Jewish families were removed to Smyrna, instal ed in buildings at the old 
Jewish Cemetery, and fed at the expense of the Community. But this charge 
was too heavy for the meagre resources of our Community to bear. Conse- 
quently an appeal was made to the Central Kelief Committee at Constantinople, 
which responded by sending a considerable sum. To-day order is compietely 
re-established at Aidin, but the town is ruined, deserted, and without com- 
mercial animation, so that our coreligionisis are unable to resume their occupa- 
tions. Many of them contemplate establishing themselves in Smyrna, but 
there is little prospect of success for them, the events in the interior having bad 
their repercussion here, where a deceptive calm reigns in evervthing. 

It is sad to contemplate that all the trouble would bave been prevented 
had the Peace Conference sent British, French, or Italian troops instead of 
Greeks, whom the Turks detest.

eee og wong sentences of varied severity, including the death penalty and hard 
abour for life. Of this number, five only are Jews, who received light 
sentences, their offence having been mainly disregard of the orders given under 
martial-law. This figure may be regarded as satisfactory for our people, who 
number nearly 40,000’ out of a total population of about 350,000. The Greek 
newspapers congratulate the Jews as an element of peace, order, and honest 
labour, 


President Poincare and Jewish Centenarian. 


The Alsace papers have mentioned that a Jew named Kahn, who is 
one hundred and one years old and resides at Westofen, walked five 
kilometers in order to salute the President of the Republic when he recently 
made a tour through the Province. President Poincaré referred to the 
interesting incident, in the course of his reply to an address by the Mayor of 
Saverne, in the following terms: “ To-day even, in coming among you, I have 
just bad before my eyes the living image of Alsatian fidelity, On my passage 
to Wasselonne I was informed that an Alsatian, a centenarian, who inhabits 
the heighbouring commune of Westofen, bad traversed five kilameters on foot 
in order to salute and embrace the representative of France. I assure you that 
for my part I would very willingly have traversed one hundred kilometers 
in order to meet the incarnation of the French race.” -- 


A New Cape Town Synagogu2. 


The foundation-stone of a new Synagogue at Claremont, a suburb of Cape 
Town, was laid recently by the Rev. A. P. Bender. The Rev. J. R. Broad- 
head, Minister of the local Wesleyan Church, who was presont at the cere- 
mony, expressed his delight at the prospect of another house of prayer in 
their Community. The ideals of the Christian and Jewish faiths, he said, were 
similar in their relationship to human uplifting, and he hoped that the Divine 
blessing would rest on their synagogue and its worshippers. 


Communal Affairs in Alexandria. 


The Jewish community in Alexandria bas issued two interesting reports for 
the year 1918. One is the report of the activities of the Rabbinate and on the 
Synagogues and Cemeteries; the other deals with the operations of the Com- 
munal Free Schools. The account of the communal activities, under the guid- 
ance of the Rabbinate, for the welfare of the Jewish soldiers and the refugees 
from Palestine (who were gradually being repatriated) are tributes to the 
thoroughness and enthusiasm with which the ecclesiastical and lay heads of the 
community performed their self-imposed labours. With the departure of most 
of the refugees, the Jewish population has been reduced to about 23,500. 
There are ten Synagogues, which were augmented at the High Festivals (one 
of the places specially arranged for services on these occasions was the Sporting 
Club), afd the receipts for the year from all sources amounted to 176,155 piastres 
(Turkish). The total revenue of the community was 1,305,920 piastres, 
exceeding the expenditure by 8,103 piastres. Both sides of the accotnt show 
receipts for and expenditure incurred on behalf of the haspital, clinic, sanitary 
services, and schools. 

The report on the five schools shows that they were attended by 1,881 
pupils at a cost of 437,275 piastres. The languages taught are Hebrew, French, 
Italian, English, and Arabic. The pupils are perhaps the most cosmopolitan 
to be found at any school in the world, they being respectively of Egyptian, 
Greek, French, Spanish, Persian, Bulgarian, German, Italian, Russian,’ 
American, Serbian, and Austrian birth or origin. In order to establish a 
permanent endowment fund for the schools, Mr. Joseph E. de Picciotto, their 
devoted President, with the co-operation of a few members of the Community, 
has collected a sum approaching / E 20,000. 


POGROM PROTEST COMMITTEE. 


A MEETING of the Pogrom Protest Committee was held last Monday at the 
Old King's Hall, Commercial Road. 

Dr. D. JocHELMAN, the Chairman, reported on the activities of the 
Committee and on the successful manner in which the Day of Mourning was 
through. 

After some discussion, the report was adopted. 


The question was raised of the continued existence of the Committee, as 
the main purpose for which it had been formed had been achieved. By an 
overwhelming majority the meeting resolved that the Committee should 
continue, in view of the alarming situation of the Jews in Ukrainia, as well as 
in Poland and other countries in Eastern Europe. 


The “Morning Post” and Sir Stuart Samuel. 


REFERRING to the leading article which appeared in last Saturday's 
Morning Post, which described the sending of Sir Stuart Samuel as head of 
the British mission to Poland “an insult” to that country, and the putting of a 
Jew at the head of the mission as comparable to sending out a black Com- 
missioner from Sierra Leone to investigate complaints of American negroes 
against the American people, the Jewish World says: 

“In the frothy ravings of the Morning Post we have what we will risk its 
added wrath by calling Schadenfreude. Only a few months ago some well- 
known members of the Community—ten of them—sent a letter to the Morning 
Post which has since became famous and was at once everywhere voted 
infamous. The whole story and the true one of that letter, and the asinine 
folly which prompted it, has not been told, and will probably never be known 
to even all the signatories, several of them sheepishly putting their names to it 
through induced fear or unworthy spite. But the one most generally 
believed is that someone was induced to get such a letter written and signed on 
the understanding that such an act would be graciously recognised by the 
Morning Post, as showing that they at least were Englishmen, albeit of the 
Jewish persuasion, and would be so differentiated in the columns of that paper. 
Now, because it does not approve of what the Government is doing, the 
Morning Post calls Sir Stuart Samuel a Jew who is not, or at best is only 
accidentally, an Englishman, and says he is as estranged from things English 
as is a negro. 

“But if that can be said (with any approach to the truth) of Sir Stuart 
Samuel, so it can of his cousin, Lord Swaythiing, so it can of Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild, so it can of Sir Philip Magnus, so it can of the Samuels (Sir Harry 
and Sir Marcus) and a fortiori of General Monash and;Sir Israel Gollancz, all 
of whom signed the letter. This doubtless goes to show the absurdity of the 
Morning Post's estimate of Sir Stuart Samuel. The whole incident, however; 
is proof of the way in which the gentlemen who were content to dance to the 
Morning Post's tune were taken in.” | |

OBITUARY, 
CAPTAIN F,. E. MOCATTA. 
Captain Frederick Elias Mocatta, A.M.I.C.E., who died at the age of 
twenty-nine, was the ‘only son of Mr. Charles A. Mocatta (an Elder of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue) and Mrs. Mocaita, of 49, Hamilton 
Terrace, Maida Vale, brother of Mrs. Edward E: Theomin, of Dunedin, New 


Zealand, and a grandson of the late Mr. Abraham Mocatta, for some years 
Vice-President of the Elders. 


The deceased was educated at Clifton College, Bristol, and at the City and 
Guilds Engineerjng College, where he obtained the B.Sc. degree. After being 
apprenticed to the Great Western Railway, he was about to become a member 
of the engineering staff when the war broke out, and he obtained a commission 
in the Artillery, subsequently becoming attached to the 29th Division, with 
which he took part in the Gallipoli operations, being one of the original landing 
party, and was one of the last to leave the Peninsular, where he had rendered 
gallant and useful service. After some months in Egypt he went to France, 
but there he broke down in health and was invalided home. 

Capt. Mocatta later became attached to the Aircraft Productions Supply 
Department, at York House, where, notwithstanding his poor health, he 
worked thirteen hours daily for six days a week, feeling that his constancy in 
the discharge of his duties as an example to others, would be the means of 
safeguarding the soldier going into action short, the experience of which he 
Both while on active service and in the 
Aircraft Production Department his engineering experience stood him in great 
stead, and he was responsible for many important improvements in trench 
building, etc. Major Wood, of the Aircraft Department, mentions in a letter that 
“Capt. Mocatta rendererl very great and excellent service to the State while in 
his department.” Apart from his professional and army life, the late gallant 
officer was agreat all round outdoor sportsman. Quite early in life he received 
his colours in the Leeds University Kugby Football Club, to obtain which he 
qualified by taking an evening class at the University. He also received his 
colours in the City and Guilds Football Club. His two greatest hobbies were 
rugger and motor cycling, for the latter of which he entered into two reliability 
trials to Exeteg and Edinburgh, and gained a gold medai and a silver medal. 

Always fond of military matters, he had a thorough training in the Clifton 
Engineering Corps; and then with the gunners of the City and Guilds College ; 
and though when he joined up he chose the Artillery, he was qualified equally 
to join the Engineers or the Motor Despatch Riders. Most unostentatious in 
his manner, he was of a very noble and endearing disposition, which endeared 
him to all his officer colleagues and the men serving under him. By a host of 
army friends, as well as a very large number of personal acquaintances, bis 
death (which followed an operation for septic meningitis after a few weeks’ 
illness) is deeply regretted. While never wounded, his health was greatly 
undermined by his Gallipoli experiences and surroundings, followed by other 
hard privations, and though he remained in harness until his death, he never 
recovered any part of his former self. 

The deceased was accorded a semi-military Royal Air Force funeral. The 
interment took place in the presence of a very large assembly of relatives and 
friends at the Golders Green Cemetery of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue. The Burial Service was impressively conducted by the Revs. D. B. de 
Mesquitaand S. J]. Roco. The coffin, enshrouded in the Union Jack, was 
conveyed in a R.A.F. trailer, and was escorted by a posse of R.A,F. men and 
several officers. After the burial, “The Last Post” was sounded by the buglers,

The Will, dated September 27th, 1918, of Herbert Ist Baron Michelham, 
K.C.V.O., of 26, Princes Gate, Strawberry Hill, Twickenham, and 23, Rue 
Nitot, Paris, and of Herbert Stern and Co., 33, Cornhill, Bankers, who died on 
January 7th, has been proved.

“Whereas I have during -my lifetime given very large sums of money for 
charitable purposes to the best of my means, and in that way I followed the 
practice and desires of my late father and mother, and whereas it is very diffi- 
cult to estimate to how great an extent it will be practicable to continue such 
gifts; therefore, I do not by this Will make any charitable gift, but rely on those 
who benefit ander my Will (but, of course, without imposing any trust)-to appl 
part of their income towards the benefit of charities and for charitable purposes, 

Lord Michelham gives to his wife the use ot the Strawberry Hill Estate, 
£25,000 a year, and No. 26, Princes Gate, and any other residences ; to Sir David 
Salomons for acting as executor, £5,000 and 4600 a year; to his eldest son, the 
Manor of Michelham ; to his valet, Frank Dyer, if in his employ, £6,000; to his 
coachman, Brown, {2a week ; to servants of five years’ service, /500; to those 
of two years’ service, twelve months’ wages; to Selina Fagg, widow of his 
deceased secretary, Henry Fagg, £6 a week; to each clerk, secretary, and 
employé in his employ, and of Herbert Stern and Co., who has been so 
employed for.three years, one year’s salary. Subject to the life interest of 
Lady Michelbam in the Strawberry Hill Estate, he leaves such estate to such of 
his sons as his wife may appoint, and on failure of appointment ia trust for his 
eldest son. He appoints the trust fends passing under the will of his father, 
the late Baron Herman de Stern, equally to his children. All other property 
he leaves equally to his children on attaining the age of twenty-five years.

JEWISH THEOLOGY." 
By THE Rev. S. LEVY, M.A. 


[Part I } 
I.—INTRODUCTION, 


§1. “Jewish Theology,”-by Dr. K. Kobler, is the first attempt published 
in English to present with any degree of completeness the contents of Judaism 
as a system of faifh. The author states that he had no work before him to serve 
as a pattern or guide. He points out that closer acquaintance with the reli- 
gious and philosophical sysiems of modern times has created a new demand for 
a Jewish theology by which the Jew can comprehend his own religious truths 
in the light of modern thought, and at the same time defend them against the 
aggressive attitude of the ruling religious sects. Dr. Kohler is of opinion that 
hitherto the aitempts made in this direction have been but feeble and sporadic, 
and that if the structure is not to stand altogether in the air, the necessary 
material must be brought together from its many sources with painstaking 
labour, He writes from the view-point of historical research, instead of a mere 
dogmatic or docirinal system, He claims that the Jewish religion has never 
been static, fixed for all time by an ecclesiastical authority, but has ever been 
and still is the result of a dynamic process of growth and development. ‘ At the 
same time he felt that he could not omit the mystical element 
which pervades the Jewish religion in common with all others, He main- 
tains that as our prophets were seers and not philosophers or moralists, 
so divine inspiration in varying degrees constitutes a factor of Synagogal as well 
as Scriptural Judaism. Revelation, therefore, is considered by Dr. Kobler as a 
continuous force in shaping and re-shaping the Jewish faith. He regards the 
religious genius of the Jew as falling within the domain of ethnic psychology, 
concerning which science is still groping in the dark, but which progressive 
Judaism is bound to recognise in its effects throughout the ages. At the same 
time he holds that he has endeavoured to be just and fair to Conservative 
Judaism, which he frankly acknowledges must ever claim the reverence we owe 
to our cherished past, the mother that raised and nurtured us. Dr. Kobler says 
that the present age of historical research imposes the necessity upon us of 
re-statement of the fundamental doctrines of Judaism, if Judaism is to retain its 

rominent position among the powers of thought, and to be clearly understood 
y the modern world. 


Il.—THRKEE-FOLD DIVISION OF THE SUBJECT, 


$ 2. Dr. Kohler points out that many attempts have been made to formu- 
late the articles of faith of Judaism, but few, however, in’ his opinion, have 
succeeded in working out the entire content of the Jewish faith from a modern 
view-point, which must include historical, critical, and psychological research, 
as well as the study of comparative religion. Dr. Kohler adopts the following 
tripartite plan for his attempt to present the doctrines of Judaism systematically 
along the lines of historical development: I. God, Il. Man, and III. Israel and 
the Kingdom of God. ' 

Dr. Kobler does not explain how he arrives at this division of his subject. 
He does not state on what principles it is based. In the absence of any clear 
guidance, it appears at first sight to be drawn on arbitrary lines, and the 
thoughtful reader finds himself compelled to come to the author's rescue. The 
writer's first step bas been presumably to take Theology in its literal sense as 
“theory concerning God.” Therefore the first great section deals with “God.” 
But as God cannot be said to exist unless there is man to recognise His 
existence, a second main division is devoted to“ Man.” Finally, as the work 
is a treatise on Jewis/: Theology in particular, and not on Theology in general, 
there follows a third. and final portion, entitled “Israel and the Kingdom of 
God,” 

$3. The first point we have to determine is the fitness of Dr. Kohler's plan 
for the exposition of his System of Jewish Theology. Does the author's 
division of the subject adequately help the earnest student in search of truth to 
know ip ready outline what are the real and outstanding problems of Jewish 
Theology ?. Does it enable him with reasonable quickness and accuracy to 
assign to every particular topic its tight place in its proper department or sub- 
section, and to find there a solution propounded which, after examining its 
worth, he may accept or reject? It is one thing to collect, and then divide, all 
the material for the study of Jewish Theology. It is quité another thing to 
judge the method adopted for the ordered use of this amassed knowledge as the 
best one to meet the need of getting “a general hang of the thing.” This 
colloquial expression, used in a reverent spirit, best conveys the real want. It 
may be doubted whether Dr. Kohler has been completely or uniformly success- 
ful in this direction of giving explicit interpretation of the scope of Jewish 
Theology, and of showing the essential thread of connection in his individual 
method of treatment, 

Obviously, itis quite easy for anyone to make such a comment and raise 
such an objection, and then to shelter himself behind the veil of vagueness, 
and, when challenged for proof, to run away, after having cast his shaft of 
criticism. Therefore, in attempting to justify the opinion just hazarded that 
there may be a simpler and more easily intelligible way of getting “a general 
hang of the thing,” let us approach the whole subject from a different avenue 
of thought. Let us for the time being forget that there is such a word or such 
a science as “ Theology.” Let us begin at the other extreme. Let Definition 
be the goal we hope to reach, and not the crease from which we start. Pur- 
suing this method we may be led fo a result different from that obtained by Dr. 
Kohler, and one which may win even less acceptance or approval. Dr. Kohler, 
however, claims that his work is the first complete systematic presentation of 
Jewish Theology to appearin English. He would not stand in the front rank of 
scholars if he also made the smallest pretension or had the slightest ambition 
for it to remain the Jast word on the theme. Al! roads may eventually lead to 
the same destination, but each road may have a peculiar merit or quality of its 
Own, deserving of respectful notice from those who reasonably demand the 
opportunity and the right of selection before they feel called upon to make the 
final choice. Nothing more, then, is claimed for the following suggested 
method of coming to close grips with the subject than a natural desire to be of 
some service in making a modest contribution to olearness of outline in visualis- 
ing the whole field of Jewish Theology, 

$4. We think, we feel, we act. Thought, Feeling, and Action sum up 
human consciousness. But all thoughts, all feelings, and all actions have not 
the same value. Once we bring in the idea of “ value,” we thereby introduce 
the notion ofa “test” or “criterion” of value, The criterion of Thought is 
Truth, the criterion of Feeling is Beauty, and the criterion of Action is Good- 
ness. Therefore, the world, to be regarded as the best of all possible worlds, 
must appeal to us as True, Beautiful, and Good. Truth as the test of the 
value of thought implies Unity or Self-consistency. So we may slightly amend 
the phrase and say that the world we know, ifit is to be accepted by usasa 
harmonious whole, must appeal to us as One, Beautiful and Good. ' | 

If we now make the transition to Religion, we cannot fail to realise that 
the world, as grasped by the religious consciousness, must likewise be One, 
Beautiful and Good. Different religions and different shades of the same 
religion trace their characteristic features to their attitude towards that aspect

of the scheme of the universe which che particular religion or shade of religion 
in question is most anxious to emphasise or is peculiarly gifted to stress. Thus 
Judaism is someiimes described as preaching the Beauty of Holiness, and 
Hellenism as teaching the Holiness of Beauty. But this is not stating the 
whole truth. In Judaism the doctrines of Unity and Righteousness (the 
Biblical term for Goodness) are very dominant, and the theory of Beauty 
relatively recedes into the background. In the religion of the Greeks, the 
worship of Beauty is intensified to a very acute degree, but at the same time it 
can by no means be asserted with accuracy that the doctrine of Ethics (the 
Greek term for Goodness) is wholly absent. In Buddhism, the cult of Good- 
ness is nearly so exclusively magnified that the appreciation of Unity and 
Beauty almost disappears. “Between the two extremes, the Hellenic self- 
expinsion and the Buddhist self-extinction, Jewish ethics labours for self- 
elevation under the uplifting power of a Holy God” (Kohler, p. 479). But 
we should not permit such captivating antitheses and facinating contrasts 
between different religions to be drawn and tightened in any extreme or rigorous 
measure. All we are entitled to conclude is that on the whole a particular 
religion is attracted by the need of solving a particular phase of the problem of 
a harmonious universe, and prompted by iis special bent or capac ty, devotes 
most attention to Unity, to Beauty, or to Goodness, as the case may be. 

§ 5. Following this line of investigation in its application to Judaism, our 
task now emerges as the effort to ascertain how a system of Jewish Theology 
can be made to justify a valid faith in the World conceived as One, Beautiful 
and Good. In other words, we want to feel convinced that God's command- 
ment is not too bard for us, neither is it far off, but that it is very nigh unto us: 
({) in our mouth ; (i#) and in our beart; (éif) that we may do it ; (Deutero- 
nomy xxx., 11, 14), thus proving responsive to the highest tests of the values 
of: (é) Thought; (1#) Feeling; and (iif) Action. Like Dr. Kohler, we have 
arrived at a three-fold division of the subject, but in place of his three main 
sections: (a) God; (6) Man; and (c) Israel and the Kingdom of God; our 
three chief headings appear as (a) Unity; (b) Beauty; and (c) Goodness. It 
may here be observed that Dr. Kohler comes very near to our classification 
when, in a different connection, he says that “the Jewish conception of God 
thus makes fruih, as well as righteousness and love, both a moral duty for 
man and a historical task comprising g!! humanity " (p. 23). 

How does our alternative synopsis work out in actual treatment? A few 
illustrations in each of the proposed three divisions: (a) Unity; (b) Beauty ; 
and (c) Goodness; may best show its value in the way it invests a great deal of 
our old literature with a fresh meaning, throws a new light on ancient doctrines, 
wise saws, and holy instances, and assists in determining their right place ina 
complete system of Jewish Theology. 


IiI.—UNITY. 


§ 6. The first great principle of Jewish theology is the recognition of the 
Unity of the World. The Unity df the Cosmos forms in its turn the basis of 
the passage in thought to the Unity of the Deity. ‘“‘ From Nature to Nature's 
God” is a frequent theme in (a) the Bible: (b) the Liturgy; and (c) the 
Midrash. 

(a) “ Know ye not? Hear ye not? Hath it not been told you from the 
beginning? Have ye not understood the foundations of the earth? It is He 
that sitteth above the circle of the carth, and the inhabitants thereof are as 
grasshoppers; that stretcheth out the heavens as acurtain, and spreadeth them 
out as a tent to dwellin. ... Lift up your eyes on high, and see: who hath 
created these? He that bringeth out their host by number, He calleth them all 
by_name; by the greatness of His might, and for that He is strong in power, 
not one faileth ” (Isaiah x!., 21, 22, 26). “ Thus saith the Lord, who giveth the 
sun for a light by day, and the ordinances of the moon and of the stars for a 
light by night, who stirreth up the sea, that the waves thereof roar, the Lord of 
Hosts is His name” (Jeremiah xxxi., 35). “ Thus sarth the Lord, If My cove- 
nant be not with day and night, if I have not appointed the ordinances of 
heaven and earth” (Jeremiah xxxiii., 25). “ The heavens declare the glory of 
God, and the firmament showeth His handiwork "(Psalm xix , 2). “ The voice 
of the Lord is upon the waters. . . . The voice of the Lord shaketh the wilder- 
ness. ... Ihe Lord sat enthroned at the flood; yea, the Lord sitteth as King 
for ever” (Psalm xxix., 3, 8,10). “ For the Lord isa great God, . . . in whose 
hand are the depths of the earth; the heights of the mountain are His also. 
The sea is His, and He made it; and His hands formed thedryland. Ocome, 
let us bow down and bend the knee; let us kneel before the Lord our Maker ” 
(Psalm xcv., 3-6). “O worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness: tremble 
before Him all the earth. ... . Let the heavens be glad, and let the earth 
rejoice; let the sea roar, and the fulness thereof; let the field exult, and all 
that is therein ; then shall all the trees of the wood sing for joy, before the Lord 
for He is come” (Psalm xcvi., 9, 11-13). “ Who didst establish the earth upon 
its foundations, that it should not be moved for ever and ever ; Thou didst cover 
it with the deep as with a vesture: the water stood abovethe mountains. ... 
Thou didst seta bound which they should not pass over, that they might notreturn 
to cover theearth ” (Psalm civ., 5, 6,9). “ Knowest thou the ordinances of the 
heavens? Canst thou establish the dominion thereof inthe earth ?” (Job xxxviii., 
33). “ Thou art the Lord, even Thou alone; Thou hast made beaven, the heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the earth and all things that are thereon, the seas 
and all that is in them, and Thou preservest them all; and the host of heaven 
worsbippeth Thee. Thou art the Lord the God” (Nehemiah ix., 6, 7). 

(b) ““Who in mercy givest light to the earth and to them that dwell 
thereon, and in Thy goodness renewest the creation every day continually. 
How manifold are Thy works,O Lord! In wisdom hast Thou made them all.” 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, King of the Universe, who at Thy word 
bringest on the evening twilight, with wisdom openest the gates of the heavens, 
and with understanding changest times and variest the seasons, and arrangest 
the stars in their watches in the sky, according to Thy will.” ‘He isthe 
Lord of wonders, who in His goodness reneweth the creation everyday con- 
tinually.” “Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, King of the Universe, by 
whose word the heavens were created, and by the breath of whose mouth all 
their host. Thou didst assign them a statute and a season, that they should not 
change their appointed charge. They are glad and rejoice to do the will of 
their Master, the truthful Worker whose work is Truth.” (Prayer Book, 
pp. 37, 96, 131, 292, cf. Kohler, pp. 157, 158). 

(c) Abram’s early protest against the prevalent idolatry of his time and his 
perception of Monotheism became the theme of various legends. One version 
describes the wonderful nature of Abram’s birth, Nimrod’s alarm at the report 
of the astrologers and magicians in connection therewith, and his attempt to 
bribe Terah to give up the child, who, under the charge of a nurse, was hidden 
by his father in a cave, where he remained for some years. When Abram 
came forth from the cave, his mind was inquiring into the Creation of the 
World, and he was intent upon all the luminaries of the world, to bow downto 
them and serve them,-in order that he might know which of them was God. 
He saw the moon, whose light shone in the night from one end of the world to 
the other, and whose retinue of shining stars was so numerous. Said he: 
“ This is God!” and he worshipped her all the night. But when at day-break 
he saw the sun-rise, and at its rising the moon become dark and her strength 
wane, he said: “ The light of the moon only proceeds from the light of the sun, 
and the world is only sustained by the light of the sun,” and so he worshipped 
the sun all day. At evening the sun set, and its power waned, and the moon 
and the stars and the constellations emerged once more. Said Abram: “Verily 
there is a Lord and a God over these” (see Midrash Hagodol on Genesis, ed. 
Schechter, p. 189 f., cf. G. H. Box, “The Apocalypse of Abraham,” p. 92). 
The essence of this narrative is that starting from an inquiry into the Creation 


_ of the World, and searching for an harmonic theory of the uniyerse, Abram 
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« the principle of the Unity of the Cosmos, and the Unity of the Cosmos 

him to deduce the Unity of the Deity. “Neither is Judaism the creation 
of a single person, either prophet or a man with divine claims. It points 
back to the Patriarchs as its first source of revelation. It speaks not 
of the God of Moses, of Amos and Isaiah, but of the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, thereby declaring the Jewish genius to be the creator of its own 
religious ideas ” (Kohler, p. 16). 

The doctrine of Unity is so fandamental in any satisfactory scheme of 
Jewish theology that it is not surprising it should find frequent and emphatic 
expression. “ When they said to the Golden Calf, These be thy gods, O Israel 
(Exodus xxxii., 4), they became the enemies of the Holy One, blessed be He” 
(Pes:kta de Rab Kahana, p. 37a), “ Whoever repudiates the service of other 
gods is called a Jew” (Megiliah 13a, cf. Kohler, p. 87, and I. Abrahams, 
“Judaism,” p. 39). “So great is the sin of idolatry, that be who abjures it is 
as though he accepted the whole of the Torah ” (Chalin, 5a). 

Thus there must be no toying with idolatry or polytheism, no compromise 
with absolate Monotheism. The gulf that separa'es Monotheism from Dualism 
is infinitely wider a parting of the wavs than the gap between Dualism and 
Polytheism. We may here adapt a couplet by Robert Browning, to bring out 
this vital distinction. 

The little more and how much it is; 

The little less and how far away. 
** The little more’’ added to pure Monotheism, and converting Monotheism into 
Dualism, ‘‘and how much it is."' * The little less *’ taken away from Dualism, 
and changing Dualism into Monotheism, ‘‘and how far away'’ it is from 
Dualism. Once the line of absolute Monotheism is crossed, the difference 
between Daalism and Polytheism is of little consequence. It is the first step of 
declension from Monotheism which counts. The doctrine of pure Monotheism 
is emphatically the premier pillar of strength in any firm and endaring structure 
of Jewish Theology. 

$7. Having reached the first great principle of Jewish Theology, viz. One 
World, One God, we are now in a position to proceed to a consideration of its 
corollary, vic., The Unity of Mankind and the Uniqueness of Israel, the Priest 
People. ‘‘ Judaism has evolved the idea of the unity of mankind as a corollary 
of its ethical monotheism’ (Kohler, p. 314). Mankind owes its origin to one 
human pair, Adam aod Eve. All the races of men form one great family, 
because they are all descended from a single common parentage. ‘‘ And God 
created man in His own image, in the image of God created He him; male and 
female created He them. And God blessed them ; and God said unto them, be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth.'' (Genesis, i, 27, 28). ‘°° For 
thus saith the Lord that created the heavens, He is God; that formed the earth 
and made it, He established it, He created it not a waste, He formed it to be 
inhabited : I am the Lord, and there is none else” (Isaiah xlv., 18). “ Have 
we not all one Father? Hath not one God created us?” (Malachi ii., 10). 
“ What is the meaning of, For this is the whole of man (Ecclesiastes xii., 13)? 
Rabbi Elagar said, The Holy One, blessed be He, said, The whole world would 
not have been created but for the sake of man” (Berachojh, 6b). “ Rabbi 
Akiba said, ‘ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself’ (Leviticus xix., 18) is a 
great principle in the Torah. Ben Azai said, * This is the book of the genera- 
tions of man’ (Genesis v., 1) is even a greater principle” (Jerushalmi Nedarim, 

The covenant made by God with Noah after the Flood is concluded with 
“all flesh that is upon the earth” (Genesis ix., 17). ‘And God blessed Noah 
and his sons, and said unto them, Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the 
COR «ss And God said, This is the token of the covenant which I 
make between Me and you and every living creature that is with you, for 
perpetual generations . . . . which I have established between Me and 
all flesh that is upon the earth ” (Genesis ix., 1, 12, 17). 

The dispersal of the-races of men after the building of the Tower of Babel 
is transformed into a blessing for the achievement of a Divine purpose. “And 
the whole earth was of one language and of one speech ... . So the 
Lord scattered them abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth ” (Genesis 
xi., 1, 8). “ For then will I turn to the peoples a pure language, that they may 
all >. upon the name of the Lord, to serve Him with one consent ” (Zephaniah 
tii., 9). 

“And Abraham said, I will make thee swear by the Lord, the God fof 
heaven and the God of earth " (Genesis xxiv., 2, 3). Rabbi Phineas said, {And 
Abraham said}, Before I made God known to His creatures, He was only ‘ the 
God of heaven.’ Since I made Him known to his creatures He is now 
also‘ the God of the earth ' ” (Genesis Rabbah lix. § 8). All mankind have their 
place in the Divine scheme. “In that day shall Israel be the third with Egypt 
and with Assyria, a blessing in the midst of the earth: for that the Lord of hosts 
hath blessed him, saying, Blessed be Egypt My people, and Assyria the work of 
My hands, and Israel Mine inheritance” (Isaiah, xix., 24, 25). “Rabbi 
Jochanan said, What is the meaning of the verse, The Lord giveth the word, the 
women that proclaim the tidings are a great host (Psalm, Ixviii., 12)? This is 
to imply that every single word which issued from the mouth of the Almighty 
was uttered in seventy languages [for the seventy nations of the earth) ” 
(Sabbath, 88b). “ Resh Lakish said, What is the meaning of the passage, And 
there was evening and there was morning, the sixth day (Genesis, i., 31)? 

» « « This is to imply that the Holy One, blessed be He, made a condition 
with Creation, and said unto it, If Israel will accept the Torah, ye shall endure; 
but if not, I shall restore you to waste and voidness” (Sabbath, 88a). “The 
Torah was given in the wilderness, in fire and in water. Just as the wilderness, 
fire and water are the common property of mankind, so the Torah is the common 
property of mankind” (Mechilta to Exodus, xx., 2, ed.. Friedmann, 67a). The 
idea of universalism is again indicated in the formula of blessings, “‘ Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord our God, King of the Universe.” “ Rabbi Jochanan said, Every 
benediction which does not include the term ‘ King of the Universe,’ is not a 
benediction” (Berachot, 40b). “ Hear, O Israel: The Lord our God, the Lord 
is One (Deuteronomy, vi., 4). Why is it said, ‘the Lord our’God,’ seeing that 
it is said, ‘the Lordis One.’? ‘The Lord our God’ means that His name is 
specially intertwined with Israel. ‘The Lord is One.’ implies that He is One 
for al! mankind. The Lord is our Godin this world ; the Lord is One—in the 
world to come. So it is said, And the Lord shall be King over all the earth ‘ 
in that dav shall the Lord be One, and His name One (Zechariah, xiv., 9) [Sifré 
to Deut. vi., 4; ed. Friedmann, 73a}. ; 

“ Rabbi Abin said in the name of Rav Ada in the name of Rabbi Isaac, 
Whence do we know that the Holy One, blessed be He, lays Tefillin? Since 
it is said, The Lord hath sworn by His right hand, and by the arm of His 
strength (Isaiah, Ixii., 8). ‘His right hand’ means the Torah, as it is said, At 
His right band was a fiery law unto them (Deut. xxxiii.,2). ‘His strength ' 
means the Tefillin, as it is said, The Lord will give strength unto His people 
(Psalm xxix. 11). Whence do we know that the Tefillin are a strength unto 
Israel? As it is said, And all the peoples of the-earth shal! see that the name 
of the Lord iscalled upon thee; and they shall be afraid of thee (Deut. xxviii, 10), 
Rabbi Eliezer the Great says, This verse refers to the Tefillin ofthe head. Rav 
Nachman bar Isaac said to Rav Chiya bar Abin, What is written in the Tefillin 
of the Master of. the Universe? The reply was, And who is like Thy people 
Israel, a nation one in the earth? (I. Chron. xvii., 21). And does the Holy 
One, blessed be He, pride himself on the praise given to Israel? Yea, for it is 
written, Thouw.hast avouched the Lord this day to be thy God (Deut. xxvi., 17). 
And the Lord hath avouched thee this day to be His own treasure (Ibid v., 18). 
The Holy One, blessed be He, said unto Israel, Ye have made Me the only 
object of your love in the world. I will therefore make you the only object of 
My love in the world, Ye have made Me the only object of your love in the 


world, as it is written, Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God, the Lord is one 
(Deut. vi., 4). I will therefore make you the only object of My love in the world 
as it is said, And who is like Thy people Israel, a nation one in the ear:};)" 
(I. Chron. xvii., 21). [Berachot, 6a]. 

“And they encamped in the wilderness (Exodus xix., 2). The Torah was 
given to a multitade, in public, and in a free place. For if the Torah hac been 
given in the land of Israel, Israel could have said to the peoples of the world 
Ye have no portion in the Torah. Therefore, the Torah was given to a m,.)\;j. 
tude, in public, and in a free place, so that he who wishes to accept the Torah 
may come and receive it.” (Mechilta ad. loc., ed. Friedmann, 62a). 

The cumulative effect of all these passages selected from the Bible, Ta!lmad 
and Midrash, shows a harmonic relation triamphing over the seeming contra. 
diction between the Universalism implied in the theory of the Unity of Ma: king 
and the Uniqueness of Israel involved.in Israel's priesthood to humanity 
“Israel had to be particularistic in order to formulate and bold up the un versa) 
ideal” (M. Lazarus, “ The Ethics of Judaism,” §159. English translation | 
217). “Judaism is nothing less than a message concerning the One an. Holy 
God and one, undivided humanity, with a world-uniting Messianic goa! 4 
message intrusted by Divine revelation to the Jewish people.

‘Now, therefore, if ye will hearken unto My voice indeed, an‘ keep 
My covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto Me from amon, al) 
peoples; for all the earth is Mine; and ye shall be unto Me a kingdom of 
priests, and a holy nation. These are the words which thou shalt speak unio 
the Children of Israel” (Exodus, xix., 5, 6). (a) “Al the earth” |. 5) 
implies the Unity of the Cosmos. (5) “ My voice,” “My covenant,” “Is Wine” 
(v. 5), “ Ye shall be unto Me” (v. 6), convey the principle of the Unity o! the 
Deity. (c) “Among all peoples” (v. 5) brings out the Unity of Humanity. 
(d) “ A pecaliar treasure” (v. 5), “a kingdom of priests and a holy nation” 
(v. 6) outline the Uniqueness of Israel's Priesthood to Mankind. 

With this final illustration, we may close the first of our three main 
divisions of the concepts of Jewish Theology, which has been devoted to the 
general principle of Unity, commanding and impressive in its four-fold symmetry, 
(i.) the Unity of the Cosmos; {ii.) the Unity of the Deity; (iii.) the Unity of 
Humanity ; and (iv.) the Uniqueness of Israel's Priesthood in tbe world. wide 
family of the races of men. 


“PROBLEMS OF MODERN JUDAISM.”* 


Jewish life is so complex, it presents so many different facets, and invo'ves 
so many difficult problems, that itis by no means easy either to analyse or to 
bring within the four walls of a comprehensive formula. The majority of jews 
indeed do not trouble themselves to seek for a raison d'étre; they do not stop 
to enquire whether they are on the road to the abyss of self-extinction, or 
whether they are living in such a way as to contribute something of value to 
humanity's general stock. If this is true of the individual, itis still more true 
of the corporate mass. It is well, therefore, that now and then there should 
arise in our midst men to cry “ Wohin?” and force the Jewish people to take 
their bearings. “Cogito, ergo sum™ may have more than an abstract 
individual application. When a people stops to think, it is taking the first step 
towards perpetuating its own existence. 

What are the problems of modern Judaism ? 

This is the question which Mr. Klatzkin sets himself to answer, and having 
formulated them, he attempts to advance a solution. Assuming that Jews 
desire to continue to exist, what is it that can ensure that continued existence’? 
To answer this question, it is mecessary first to examine what it is that bas 
enabled the Jewish people to exist hitherto. The Jewish religion has been tbe 
great factor so far, but if the bonds of Judaism become weakened, as is 
undoubtedly the case, what can replace it? Can Jewish ethical ideals, the 
Jewish Weltanschauung, supply a sufficiently powerful motive? Buta spiritual 
concept divorced from a religious form makes for dispersion and assimilat:on. 
It is a-national, if not anti-national. The preservation of the spiritual content 
of Judaism is by no means identical with the national preservation of Judaism, 
“ Only forms,” says Klatzkin, “can constitute a national criterion.” 

Tone Jewish religion with its national form is therefore of greater-moment 
for Jewish self-preservation than the inner content. “ Our religious constitution 
is rich in national differentiations, in ‘ protective walls,’ and ‘fences,’ which 
bound our individual life on all sides; the spirit of Judaism is without them.” 
With the decay of this protective shell, the Jewry of the diaspora is exposed 
inevitably to assimilation. 

It is in our religion that we must seek the answer to the riddle of our persistence 
in galuth. This is the force that separated us from all the peoples, and united-us io 
every dispersion. The external Gheito walls which were erected by our enemics 
could never have effected it. But the inner walls that were based on our reliy.on 
which we have taken with us on our wanderings and set more firmly than e:er 
wherever we have settled, these “ moving tents” of Jacob it was that safeguarde 4 
home of our own everywhere. To employ a phrase of Danton's, “ we took our fal)cr- 
land with us on the soles of our feet.” 

The Jewish religion in its expression and mode of government was 
essentially national in form. It sought no proselytes; its spiritual heads were 
communal rulers and administrators rather than a clergy. We sought (he 
religious courts of the rabbis rather than the civil courts of the country. “A 
thick wall of our own erection separated us from the rest of the inhabitan's, 
and behind that wall lived a Jewish State in miniature.” The Judaism of the 
present is still nurtured by the strength of our State-religion, in the forms of 


. which a considerable portion of our people still lives. This section itis tbat 


nourishes the main body, but it is growing ever smaller and weaker, and ‘\¢ 
walls are being broken down. 

Another important factor in the preservation of Judaism bas been 40'\- 
Semitism. Oppression has produced the reaction of greater powers o! 
resistance, The continual wanderings of large numbers of the Jewish peon'¢ 
have not favoured their taking root in any one environment and becom 0g 
assimilated there. Klatzkin quotes a notable saying of Luigi Luzza't: to 
illustrate the reaction produced by anti-Semitism : “I don’t feel myself a Jew. 
he says, “ but I become one whenever I am reproached with my Jewish on 9 
and whenever Jews are oppressed.”

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
Dr. D. PAZMANIK. 


a long time past. The veil has now been lifted by our 

well-known coreligionist, Dr. Pazmanik, who lately returned 
from Russia after some very tragic experiences. Dr. Pazmanik was born 
at Poltava, in the Ukraine, and adopted the medical profession. He was 
appointed lecturer at Geneva University, 
and on the outbreak of the war returned 
to Russia to discharge military service. 
He was appointed Assistant Medical 
Officer to a Brigade, and subsequently 
head of a hospital for diseases of the 
brain in which he is a_ specialist. 
He was decorated for bravery. 

At the beginning of the Revolution he 
was in Yalta (in the Crimea), where 
he had been sent from the front, 
because of a serious illness. After a 
time he took up political work on 
behalf of the Constitutional Demo- 
cratic Party, throwing the whole 
weight of his influence on the side 
of the Entente, the success of whose aims 
he believed would mean liberation for 
Russia and for the Jews, especially the 
establishment of a Jewish Palestine. 
When the Germans occupied the Crimea 
he continued to edit the journal which he had founded under the 
censorship. 

On the 9th of January, 1918, the Bolsheviks arrived, and wholesale 
executions took place, ne less than 186 people being put to death, 
the majority of them being officers. A like fate would surely 
have been meted out to Dr. Pazmanik who was, in fact, once on the 
point of being executed, his fate being “deferred” by the commissary in 
charge. But-he ultimately succeeded in slipping away, and remained in 
hiding in the house of a Russian priest for several days until he could 
make good his escape. The Bolsheviks stayed only three months and 
Dr. Pazmanik was able to assist in the establishment of a Cadet Govern- 
ment in the Crimea. He afterwards went to Constantinople, and 
eventually was appointed delegate for the Jews of the Crimea at the Peace 
Conference. Among Dr. Pazmanik’s companions at the time of his 
arrest by the Bolsheviks were Mr. Sazonofi, formerly Russian Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and Mr. Riaboushinsky, a well-known banker, who had 
also escaped, Dr. Pazmanik has a very complete knowledge of the effect 
of the Bolshevik régime upon the Jewish Communities in Russia, and in 
the course of an interview with a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE be revealed some interesting facts. 


JEWS AND BOLSHEVISTS. 


“In order properly to understand the Bolshevist movement," Dr, 
Pazmanik said, “ it is necessary to appreciate the fact that it is essentially 
Russian and that it is nothing new. There have been at least three occa- 
sions in Russian history, the first dating back to the seventeenth century, 
when Communistic principles exactly similar to those proclaimed by the 
present Bolshevists were embodied in Russian Movements. I attribute 
the rise of Bolshevism,” he explained, “to two facts. One is the lack 
of a well-established peasant class in Russia, and the other the com- 
plete lack of education among the masses. Russia has an illiterate class 
amounting to 60 per cent. of the population. The soldiers, peasants, 
and artisans, are all for Bolshevism. The Jewish masses have never 
participated in the movement, but many of the Commissaries are Jews. 
These men were formerly political exiles deprived of all rights. They 
had been dreaming of revolution for years in their exile—-probably 
suffering the direst personal material hardships, and embittered with a 
sense of the injustice and wrong done them, in Paris, in London, in New 
York, in Berlin, everywhere and anywhere. They saw in the Bolshevist 
Movement an opportunity of realising the extreme ideas of communism 
and internationalism to which their fate had impelled them. They have 
no conscious Jewish ties and share the views of Trotsky, who declared 
that though he was born a Jew he was now nothing but a member of the 
great International.” 


COMMUNITIES ANNIHILATED, 
How have the Jewish Communities fared under the Bolshevist 
régime? our representative asked. 

“I estimate that there are about 2,000,000 Jewsin Bolshevist Russia, 
and as they belong in the main to the so-called bourgeois classes they 
have been completely impoverished and economically annihilated. Many 
Communities as such have been destroyed. Hebrew schools and the 
Hebrew press are prohibited, and Zionism is forbidden. Yiddish is, 
however, tolerated. The Bolsheviks refused to allow money to be sub- 
scribed for the maintenance of the synagogues, with the result that the 
Rabbis and synagogue officials are without salaries.” 

NO POGROMS UNDER BOLSHEVISM. 


Dr. Pazmanik said that Bolshevism as a social experiment has com- 
pletely faiied. “The Bolshevists,"-he declared, “ merely replaced the 
old bourgeoisie by a new bourgeoisie. Production has ceased,*the 
factories have closed, and the workmen have returned to the land. The 
Jews being unable to go on the land have accordingly suffered most, I 
heard recently from Vitebsk that awful conditions of famine prevail. 
The well-to-do Jews have managed to escape, and the result is that 
those that are left are dependent on‘ their own resources which are 
wirtually nil.

Bolshevism in Russia is that there are no pogroms under the 
Bolsheviks... Only two cases are known to me, at Glouchov and 
Tambov, but they were suppressed.”’ 

THE UKRAINE, 

Dr. Pazmanik has a terrible story to tell of the conditions in the 
U kraine. 

“The worst spot on the Jewish map at present,” he said, “is, as I 
notice a contributor to the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week rightly pointed 
out, the Ukraine. There, pogroms have taken place which put into the 
shade any that have occurred in all Jewish history. The Polish pogroms 
are child’s play compared with those in the Ukraine. It is estimated 
that at least 40,000 Jews have lost their lives. At Proskouroff, in three 
days, 5,500 Jews were massacred. Pogroms have taken place in all the 
towns of the Ukraine. Itis only fair to say that these massacres took 
place despite the Government, who, however, were powerless to suppress 
them. The situation is desperate, and it behoves the Jews of the West 
to do something for this terribly stricken population. A food commission 
is an urgent desideratum.” 

DENIKIN AND KOLTCHAK, 

Dr. Pazmanik believes that the only hope for Russia lies in the 
success of the armies of Denikin and Koltchak. 

“ Although anti-Semitism is strong in Denikin’s Army owing to the 
lying stories of general Jewish sympathy with Bolshevism based on the 
participation of individual Jews in the movement, up till now in all 
the country occupied by Denikin'’s forces there has been no pogrom, 
except at Lugansk, in the Government of Ekaterinoslav, where some 
pillaging took piace, but no Jew was killed. Denikin and his associates 
bad several times declared that they will take every measure 
to suppress pogroms, and it is significant that the Jews of 
the Ukraine have welcomed Denikin as a _ saviour. I know 
Kolichak well. He is not only an honest man, but a real democrat 
in the English sense. Upon Denikin and Koltchak the restoration of 
order and economic life depends, and the Jews crave for it as their only 
hope.. If properly assisted by the Allies, the success of the anti- 
Bolshevist generals is assured. Otherwise, Russia will be given over to 
what, for all practical purposes, will be permanent anarchy.” 

SPREAD OF ZIONISM. 

Dr. Pazmanik says that Zionism has made enormous strides ia 
Russia. It is a beacon light to the Jewish masses. “The yearning for 
emigration, especially to Palestine, is enormous. There are now only 
two Jewish parties in Russia~Zionists and Socialists. All other parties 
have disappeared. The Zionists can claim at least 70 per cent. of the 
Jewish population, and received that proportion of votes at the last

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS.—YV. 

“Honour thy father and thy mother,a the Lord thy God has commanded thee: 
in crder that thy days may be prolonged, and in order that it may ;* well with thee, 
upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee."—Deuteronomy v., 

The Deuteronomic version adds to that of Exodus the eae “in order 
that it may be well with thee.” The fifth commandment foilows immediately 
upon the law of the Sabbath; and in Leviticus x'x., 3, the two are placed 
together; “ You shall fear every man his mother and his fathér and keep my 
Sabbaths.” The wording of the commandment, promising long life in 
the land in which the Israelites were to form a nation, disposes of the 
objection that has been olten raised, and which is said to have 
caused the apostasy of Acher,* that filial piety and long life do not 
always go together. The promise pf long life is always realised in the 
social sense attaching to the commandment. The trespasses of the individual 
redound on the State as a whole; they accelerate its political decline. And as 
the Mosaic Law always addresses the whole people as a unity, as the 
duties of the individual are invariably conceived in their bearings on 
the entire Community, the personal and civil duties coalesce. 
The command, ‘‘Honour thy father and thy , mother,’’ means more 
than the exercise of parental authority, and the rendering of filial obedience. 
It means that the child is to reverence the parent simply because he is a child 
and they are parents. The Hebrew word translated ‘‘ honour "' is often used of 
the honour due to God: ** They that honour Me I will honour.'’ It con- 
tains the idea of reverence, not of slavish, grovuiling fear, but of that 
childlike and tender fear that is not only full of love but also full of submission, 
Is there not some peril of the decay of parental authority in Jewish homes 
to-day? And an even greater peril of the loss of filial reverence? Not to 
speak of homes in which parents tend to forfeit the honour that is due to them, 
how many parents must plead guilty to the charge of weakness! Like Eli in 
the scripture story, they have not sufficiently insisted on virtuous obedience 
to their wishes, and they suffer a corresponding punishment, 


THE SIXTH COMMANDMENT 


begins the second Table of the Law, which relates to duty to man, and it fitly 
begins with the most precious of human possessions—it guards the sacredness 
of life. The commandments of the second Table have no sanction attached 
to them, but in Genesis the prohibition of the crime is introduced with the 
addition, “for in the image of God made He man.” So that a murder 
committed against a human being seems like an assault upon the divine majesty 
itself, that is, a negation of the first commandment. The unspeakable borror 
which the legislator everywhere expresses for murder, and which he evidently 
strives to implant in the heart of the Israelites also, seems indeed to originate 
in a similar consideration, If blood covered the soil, the land is considered 
defiled and polluted ; it cried to Heaven, and its voice is not silenced before the 
crime is expiaied by the death of the perpetrator. If blood remains unavenged, 
it is threatened that the land which witnesses such abominations shall vomit out 
its inhabitants. From such severe principles resulted naturally a high and 
sublime notion of the dignity of man, of the sacredness of hyman life—and 
this is again the source of all social virtues, the germ of all righteousness, 
For he who is accustomed to see in every fellow-man, however humble or 
degraded, a representative of God, will cheerfully perform all duties he owes 
tohim. Thus, the first commandment of the second Table_points to the very 
centre and kernel of the whole Table; and as the love of our neighbour comes 
from God, so it leads back to Him. This sense of the sacredness of 
human life is familiar enough to us all, for it is one of the common- 
places both of our law and of our civilisation. But it is worth while to 
remember that it is by no means a natural or an instructive conviction of 
the race. It may almost be said that outside of the illuminated circle of 
Revelation, all feeling for the sacredness of life is entirely absent. The only 
exception is that of the Buddhists. But even this exception is more one in 
appearance than in reality. For in China, where Buddhism is largely believed 
and practised, there is a-total want of reverence for human life assach. It is 
certainly remarkable that, beyond the light of Revelation, there is no deep and 
real regard for life as such, in the human race, Savages, as everyone knows, 
have no sense of the sacredness of life. The Indian does not know what it 
means, the Chinaman eats and kills with equal indifference, the Hindoo 
mutilates and often destroys life in the hope of appeasing his God. It is only 
in this Book, in this great compendium of duty revealed by God to Moses, that 
man is taught the golemn law, “Thou shalt not kill.” Let us now come to the 
meaning and application of this Commandment, and weshal! best understand it 
if we set on one side, first of all, what it does not forbid. It does not forbid 
CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

The command, “Thou shalt not kill,” literally interpreted, would make all 
kind of capital punishment wrong. But the fact that the Jewish law itself 
inflicted the last punishment of death for many offences is enough to prove that 
the literal interpretation of the command is impossible. Capital punishment is 
not murder (which is the precise meaning of M¥%), it is the punishment for 
murder; and all experience teaches that where this punishment is relaxed, 
human life is held of less account and murders grow more common. Nor 
does the sixth commandment forbid war as such, although war necessarily 
destroys human life. Wars were permitted, nay in certain circumstances 
enjoined, by the law of Moses. As we all have reason to know, war is an 
awful scourge, a terrible and dread misery, and one of the greatest evils 
which afilict the human race. But war is not io itself always 
sinful. There are worse things which may happen to any nation than the 
misery of war. When the Romans invaded Palestine 2,000 years ago, when 
the Greek threatened destruction to Israel's religion, our ancestors were 
justified in offering armed resistance. To have submiited would have been 
unthinkable. And so it has happened in the history of other peoples. If a 
nation is invaded by an armed and plundering host, if, without provocation 
some p®wer, mightier than itself, seizes its territory and advances towards the 
capital, ravaging, burning, slaying as it comes, if women are outraged and little 
children murdered, then it would be more terrible for a people thus wronged to 
submit to the violence and tyranny of the enemy, without a struggle, than 
to die fighting for their homes and their country. Even civil war may 
somelimes be justified. But never let us forget tbat at the best war is a 
barbarous method of settling international or internal disputes. Few wars 
have ever really justified themselves by their results, Heaven grant 
that this last war may prove an exception to the general rule. But what does 
this Commandment forbid? It forbids deliberate and intentional murder, 
which the common conscience of civilised mankind recognises as one of the 
greatest crimes against his fellow-man, of which an individual can be guilty. 
One final word in this connection of the tendency of the present-day Press to 
give prominence to murder details. It is difficult to exaggerate the mischief 
which is done to the public mind by this pandering to the craving for sensa- 


tionalism: The human mind is degraded by revelling in such details; and 


often it has happened that a morbid desire for publicity or notoriety has actually 
Jed to murders being committed in order to secure such notoriety. Civilisation 
will best advance its interesis by poecivine to condema the murderer to oblivion 
4s well as to death.

Dr. Weizmann’s 


Zionist: Policy. 


BY “A JEWISH NATIONALIST,” 


Who shows wherein the remarkable man who is now 
leading the Zionist Movement has brilliantly succeeded, 
and wherein he has apparently fallen short of demand- 
ing and obtaining acceptation of Fewish Nationalist 
ideals. 


Nearly two years have gone by since the famous 
declaration on behalf of the British Government by Mr. 
Balfour, promising support for the setting up in 
Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish people. 


“A Jewish Nationalist” tells how that Declaration 
will probably eventuate as regards the future of 
Palestine in reference to the Jews of the world. 


ELDOM has the public mind been in a condition of such mysterious 
confusion upon any subject as it is upon the question of the 
Zionist Movement and its immediate aims and purposes. 


The Declaration made by Mr. Balfour nearly two years ago, and 
which was obtained as a result of the negotiations carried on by Dr. 
Weizmann, first brought that remarkable man into general prominence, 


It also, for the first time, set the Zionist Movement of a plattorm of 
practical politics and attracted to it the attention and the sympathy of 
hundreds of thousands, both inside and outside the community, who up 
till then had either not heard of Zionists or 
Zionism at all, or referred to them only in 
terms of pitying contempt or bantering 
hostility. 

The Declaration thus marked an epoch 
in the history of the Movement. At a 
single bound it stepped from the region 
of the theoretical into the arena of the 
practical. It ceased to be a fad and 
became a faith. or the public read the 
Declaration as a proffer of help by one 
of the greatest Powers of the world to re- 
constitute Jews as a nation. It was received 
as an undertaking to replant Jews in Pales- 
tine after a long lapse of close upon two 
thousand years, during which the national 
ideal had been treasured by the dis- 
inherited. The dispersed people cherished 
the ideal through all that long time with a 
religious fervour which was never quite 
extinguished, and with a.devotion that manifested itself in faith for the 
most part religious, not seldom philosophical, often cultural, and some- 
times political.

“THE BASLE PROGRAMME,” 


The terms of the Declaration were vague and capable of various 
interpretations. But it was taken for granted that before the Declaration 
was made, Dr. Weizmann had expounded to those responsible for the 
Declaration the Zionist creed of Jewish Nationalism. That creed was first 
enunciated at the International Congress at Basle. It has subsequently 
been confirmed by like gatherings that took place over close on a 
quarter of a century, and publicly acclaimed at thousands of meetings, 
in books, pamphlets, speeches, writings from one end to the other of the 
earth. The primal declaration, however, upon which the Zionist platform 
was reared was itself indeterminate and that of set purpose. Tor the first 
Zionist Congress, under the leadership of the great Herzl, met like a mass 
of fortuitous atoms drawn together by a single overmastering force. Herzl!'s 
triumph in thus, for the first time in the history of Jewry in its diaspora, 
organising upon a political basis the various elements of the Jewish 
people—a people who up till then had never gathered togetber or 
co-operated to any degree internationally and not even sectionally, 
save for religious or charitable purposes—he was naturally anxious 
not to shatter. He knew that beneath the torrid enthusiasm 
that swept like a prairie fire across the Swiss Casino, there were 
vast and far-reaching differences of view. The whole of the delegates 
had come together, because he had raised the Jewish National 
banner. But upon ways and methods and means, even upon under- 
lying principles, the Congress could in a trice have been split up into 
fragments, had Herzl not been able to maintain his remarkable achieve- 
ment—the mere fact itself of the Congress. He accomplished it 
not so much by compromise as by neutrality. The famous resolution 
which declared that Zionism strives for a legally-secured, publicly- 
recognised home for the Jewish people in Palestine, was an ingenious 
formula devised so that division in the ranks, which was there, should not 
show itself. 


There was another consideration which bore with great weight upon 
the proceedings of the first Zionist Congress. It was the fear of, and 
the consequent opposition of, Jews to whom Judaism meant not much 
more than a religion which they honoured, either by adopting its 
observances or by a lifelong breach of them. What little more Judaism 
meant was to be found in the realms of charity and in the loca! institu- 
tions to which the position of the Jews among the nations compelled 
them. 


There was also before the eyes of those responsible for the first 
Congress the suspicion, distrust, and resentment that might be aroused 
among non-Jews, even among non-Jews in exalted positions, who might 
misinterpret the national strivings of the Jewish people as dis- 
loyalty to their citizen obligations, And, above all, there was 
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the anxiety lest the proceedings might foster the ever-watchful 
misgiving of the Turk who had seen a growing immigration 
of Jews into Palestine encouraged by the quasi-eleemosynary efforts of 
Lovers of Zion and other Jewish Palestinian colonising movements. 
The Basle programme, therefore, was drawn so as to obtain the support of 
many mutually anti-pathetic views. Jts purpose was not only to keep 
those together who had responded to the broad, undetailed national call, 
but to gather to the movement as many as possible to whom that call, in 
its widest implications, might appeal. It was therefore naturally capable 
of all kinds and variations of translation when it came to a question of the 


practical application of the words decided upon after so much debate and 
amid so much enthusiasm. 


These difficulties confronted the Movement nearly a quarter of a 
century ago. Yet the Balfour Declaration was built not alone upon 
the ipsissima verba of the Basle programme, but with its conscious 
reservations, although the policy which Great Britain had adopted— 
or the Declaration would not have been made—opened up a totally 
new and different state of affairs. But that notwithstanding, the 
Declaration spoke of Great Britain favouring the establishment 
in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish people, just as the Basle 
programme had declared the aspiration of the Zionist Movement to be 
the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish 
people. Small wonder, then, if the Balfour Declaration was accepted by 
various people in a variety of ways. 


DIFFERING INTERPRETATIONS. 


To the average non-Jew, the Declaration meant that so far as 
England was concerned in any settlement of territories disrupted by the 
war, which might take place when peace was proclaimed, Palestine was 
to be given to the Jews. With the rough justice of the average English- 
man who, because the Declaration war a British Declaration, felt 
that the whole question was largely a matter of British policy, he assented 
cordially to the Declaration, applying to it the interpretation just mentioned. 
He did so not alone because he felt it was only fair that the Jews should 
have the chance of becoming effectually a nation, that they had suffered 
long enough morally, materially,and physically, but also because the 
policy accorded with the idea with which he had become imbued from his 
knowledge of the Bible. He felt in some way part of the instrument of 
Providence in restoring the people of the Book to the land of their 


fathers, and bringing, through the Jew, prosperity to a country teeming 
with the most sacred of his hallowed memories. 


Some non-Jews, it js true, accepted the Declaration with a less genial 
eye towards the Jew. They sawin the return of the Jew to Palestine the 
removal of a keen competitor in many walks of life and the solution of 
the trouble they were constantly picturing for themselves, and which with 
some had become very much like a monomaniacal disease, inducing those 
afflicted to regard the Jew as part of a “ conspiracy " or as international grit 
that was eternally preventing the smooth running of the national machine, 


To the timid-spirited Jew, to the one whose whole being as Jew was 
grounded upon material prosperity, the Balfour Declaration was looked 
at askance in case, in some way, notwithstanding the specific words it 
contained to the contrary, it might eventuate in some prejudice to the 


political and economic status of the Jew, as citizen in the various countries 
of which he is the political national. : 


Jewish religionists, those to whom Judaism is a religion and 
nothing more who have cut themselves adrift from the evolution of their 
people in the past and seek no share in the destiny of their people in 
the future, who care only for the Jewish religion as it has reached them 
and as the something into which they seek to turn it, regarded the 
Balfour Declaration as a retrogression inimical to their particular aspira- 
tions. Instead of helping the Jewish religion to acclimatise itself to 
other faiths and an encouragement to them in their strivings to bring 
other faiths gradually more and more in accord with Jewish principles, 
the Declaration appeared to them to mean the setting back of their 
Jewish religious mission idea. The influence which a Jewish National 
Home in Palestine would be certain to have upon all Jewry, they 


feared would be heavily on the side of traditionalism and of religious 
segregation. 


The Jews to whom the faith and the belief in the return of our 
people to the land from which they were exiled were purely mystical and 
inseparable from Messianic hopes, looked upon the Balfour Declaration 
as something with which they were not intimately concerned, a movement 
above which they were content loftily to ride. Needless to say, your Jew, 
who either actually or metaphorically bedewed with his tears the wailing 
wall of the Temple and hoped that thereby he might help to fructify the 
seed of belief among his People, while they for their part with prayers and 
invocations and fasts and feasts all faithfully observed would turn away 
the wrath which had kept the people in exile, thus hastening the pitying 
forgiveness of the Almighty for the national sin still unatoned—such a 
Jew did not recognise in Dr. Weizmann the Messiah, or in his lieutenant, 
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Mr. Sokolow, the prophet who was to herald the dawn of the great and 


the dreadful day. 
ZIONIST DIFFERENCES. 


But among Zionists themselves the Declaration was variously 
estimated. The Zionist, who was merely a Lover of Zion, saw 
nothing in its wording that. would militate against his idea of 
a jewish National Home—the chosen few who, impelled by their 
regard for Palestine for its religious and historical associations, would 
go there and do something for the betterment of the country, 
would try to make the dry land blossom as a rose, and the 
valleys, sunk for centuries beneath despair, to smile again in lasting joy. 
To those Lovers of Zion Palestine is everything, and the Jewish people 
as a whole an altogether subsidiary consideration. Indeed, with them 
the only Jewish people worth thinking about are the people who will be 
enabled to foregather and pursue their work of love in Palestine. 


Then there was another kind of Lover of Zion who pictured 
Palestine wholly as a cultural centre, a place which would be devoted in 
the main to a renaissance of Jewish learning and Jewish study. This 
would be attained, if the National Home meant a University—a home of 
Jewish scholars and thinkers, a home of Jewish cultore—and the rest of 
Palestine and they that are to dwell therein, merely ancillary to that 
main idea. In Palestine was to be planted a Jewish Oxford, or Bonn, or 
Harvard, and out of that was to come the salvation of Israel. To them, 
the National Home in the Balfour Declaration meant the centrum of a 
cultural Zionism, the spirit of Achad Ha'am, its life and soul and being. 


The Mizrachi section of the Zionists looked upon the National Home 
of the Balfour Declaration as offering the opportunity for the establish- 
ment of a religious centre in the one spot on earth where the Jewish 
religion could flourish; where the ancient rites and ceremonies cou d be 
maintained and even obsolete ceremonials revived; an opportunity for at 
least a section of our people to cut themselves off from the distracting 
influences of life lived among non-Jews,and repairing to a home where they 
could observe the minutie of our faith without let or hindrance—a centre 
where religiousiy they could be Jews, and would naturally, and without 
any conscious effort, such asthe diaspora demands, live as such, because 
shielded from the influences of non-Jewish surroundings. 


The Jewish Nationalist, for his part, while always rejecting the guises 
under which the Lover of Zion, or the Culturalist, or the Mizrachist thought 
to attain for the Jews of Palestine a national being, has not rejected 
these sectional aspirations. He has supplemented them. He 
bas preferred the political high road, and proclaimed himself 
openly and without equivocation anxious to see Palestine as 


Jewish as England is English, or as France is French. He recog- 


nises that there would still remain Jews—for many, many years 
a majority—who could not be nationally Jews, because they 
would be unable or unwilling to live in Palestine, and, in fact, would 
be political nationals of the countries in which they live. But for these 
Jews the resurgent Jewish nation would prove of immense and vital value. 
It would tend to raise the status of Jew wherever he might be; it would 
tend to enhance the position of the Jew as such. It would place a new 
value upon the denomination “ Jew,” would rob it of the implication of 
age-long vagabondage, and would invest it with the dignity of national 
being. This in turn could not fail gradually but surely to cause a revolu- 
tion in the manner in which non-Jews would come to estimate the 
Jewish people, and Jews to regard themselves. Non-Jews would come 
to think of Jews, not as a scattered race but as a people that had taken 
its place in the comity of nations, and Jews would gain added dignity as 
a consequence of enhanced self-respect. The religion of the Jew, too, 
would become appreciated in the minds of men who would come to look 
upon the believers in the one God as beings who were standing upright, 
equals, before mankind, and not, as hitherto, slouching in the ghettoes and 
byeways of every nation into which they could manage to penetrate. In 
order to compass this great revolution, the Jewish Nationalist contends 
that the people inhabiting the Land of Israel must be Israelites politically, 
and that Jews must be brought for that purpose under the zgis of Jewish 
administration and Jewish law in a Jewish country, The opportunity 
must be given to any Jew throughout the world, who so desires, to 
become politically a Jew in the land of his fathers. The Jewish 
Nationalist, further, has never seen any object to be served in hiding, 
or veiling, or disguising bis ultimate purpose. In politics as in all else 
he deems honesty .to be the best policy, and even supposing the con- 
summation of his wishes could be carried out sooner thereby, he refuses, 
with bent body, to sneak back into the land of his hope; he refuses to be 
smuggled there by some unworthy pretence, or to get there by means of 
“ peaceful penetration” under screen of an alluring alias. His appeal is 
directed to the right spirit among his fellow-beings throughout the 
world and he asks: Why shall the Jewish alone of all peoples be denied 
their National Home in the sense that all other peoples possess one ? 
Why shall not our National home be to us Jews our State as is the 
National Home of every other people the world over? It was this plat- 
form of Zionism which responded to the spirit of the Zionist movement 
as founded and led by Herzl. This was the platform as expounded by 
the inimitable orator of the Movement. Herzl’s faithfs! Hestenass, Dr, 
Max Nordau. In the Balfour Declaration, heralded as it was with shouts 
of the triumph of Jewish Nationalism, and so recommended by States- 
men and Cabinet Ministers, the Jewish Nationalist saw the invitatation to 
make a beginning of a Jewish State, of the transforming of the Jew—as 
it was put at the time—from being a hyphenation into becoming a nation. 


ze DR. WEIZMANN’S BRILLIANT WORK, 


Now the question that has been mystifying the public mind for sa 
long, and about which there are so many doubts, is just this: In which 
sense and in what sense did Dr. Weizmann present the Jewish claim— 
first, to the British Government, so as to obtain the Balfour Declaration ; 
and next, to the Powers who have more or less confirmed the words Mr, 
Balfour wrote to Lord Rothschild? In short, what is it that Dr. Weiz- 


mann has askedfor? It is to be feared that just there the Zionist leader 
has been lacking, 


Before, however, considering to what extent the present leader of 
the Zionist. Movement has fallen short of Zionist ideals in respect to the 
claims he made on behalf of the Jewish people to the British and other 
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Governments, let us freely and fully concede to him a great and remark- poor Jew peddling about in say Hester Street, New York. But that it 
able achievement in the interests of Jewish Nationalism. However he because of the difference of occupation. It is because the colonist 


may have represented the aspirations and strivings of the Movement, 
and whatever he may- obtain as a consequence, and whatever may 
eventuate from the negotiations which he has been carrying on, this 
at least he has secured—the recognition by Great Britain first, 
and subsequently, by the other Powers of the world, of the claim of 
the Nationalist Jew. {hey have recognised the right of Jcws to consti- 
tute themselves a separate entity, to form themselves politically into a 
nation in Palestine and to take their place among the other nations of 
the world, and with that recognition the Zionist movement has grown and 
spread and prospered immeasurably. That was a remarkable triumph 
which must assign to Dr. Weizmann for ever a very prominent place in 
the history of the Jewish people. It marks him out as having added 
something conspicuous and lasting to the great work of Herzl, and made 
Herzl's work all the greater. For Herzl obtained from the Jewish people 
themselves, a recognition of their right to become effectually a nation. 
Dr. Weizmann has obtained a retognition of that position from the 
Powers of the earth. 

The Zionist leader, however, has been singularly, indeed suspiciously, 
reticent in regard to any information upon the exact point of what 
precisely he has asked for. He has not told us; and he refuses to say, 
what representation of Zionism he made to the British Government upon 
which the Balfour Declaration was promulgated. He has purported, in 
talking to public meetings, to render some information upon this point. 
But, as has been observed, he has spoken and said practically nothing. 
And it is vital for us to know what view of Zionism he presented in order 
to obtain the Declaration, because only from that can we get to under- 
stand what in turn the British Government means by a Jewish National 
Home in Palestine, and bow nearly to Jewish Nationalism those who 
issued the Declaration view the future of Palestine in relation to the 
Jewish People. 

Dr. Weizmann has not told us. But in a very interesting article 
which was publisked in last week's Jewish World (August 27th), Mr. H. 
Sacher lifted a corner of the veil and allows us to see something of 
the truth. Mr. Sacher opens the article referred to with these words :— 

It is as well for Zionists to understand what their leaders have asked of the 
Peace Conference and what diflicu!ties have had to be overcome. 
leaders did not ask for a Jewish State in Palestime. They did not, partly 
because they knew they would not get it, and partly because they would have 
been highly embarrassed if they bad got it. What the Zionist leaders 
did ask for was the possibility of reconstituting Palestine as the National Home 
of the Jewish People with the freedom of ultimate development into a Jewish 


‘NOT A JEWISH STATE. 

Now, although it js difficult to gather’what Mr. Sacher means by 
“the freedom of ullimate development into a Jewish State,” it is 
perfectly clear—because Mr. Sacher is an intimé of Dr. Weizmann, and 
the two are in accord on the question—that the Jewish Nationalist posi- 
tion, as I bave ventured to describe it, was mot placed before the 
Government as the purpose of the Zionist Movement. It follows that the 
Government did not mean by “ Jewish National Home” what the Jewish 
Nationalist understands by those three words. More recently, however, 
Dr. Weizmann himself spoke to a representative of the Daily Chronicle, 
and in describing Zionist work to be done in Palestine, he told that organ 


that “ the initial step willbe theestablishmentof a university in Jerusalem” — 


Indeed, he scarcely spoke of anything else than the university, although 
he seemed to give the representative of the Daily Chronicle to under- 
stand that his idea of the future of the country was a place where “ there 
will be no room for the capitalist or the big landlord.” Both expressions 
are very much like the proverbial lump of chalk. Who ¢s a capitalist or 
rather, who is mot, that possesses the least margin beyond his immediate 
needs? Whatagain, isa “ biglandiord”? Arethese not pnrely relative 
terms, or does Dr. Weizmann favour a communistic society for Palestine 
in which Rent and Interest will be taboo? 

These, of course, are questions subsidiary to and apart from 
the purpose of this article, and in all probability the Zionist 
leader was only endeavouring to play up to the eyes of the paper 
that interviewed him, under the impression that readers of the Daily 
Chronicle are heavily imbued with socialistic ideas. What is more 
important is that it now appears clear that the aspect of Zionism, 
which Dr. Weizmann has presented to the Governments who are agree- 
able to see set up in Palestine a Jewish National Home is not Jewish 
Nationalism. It is not the Mizrachi conception either. Rather does it 
seem to be a cultural conception of Zionism with a leaning towards the 
“ Lovers of Zion” idea. What Jewish Nationalism Dr. Weizmann has 
invoked he has merely employed to deck out the dish, after the manner ina 
which game pies are adorned with the feathers of the bird that has gone 
to the making of the pie. When the pie comes to be consumed, the dead 
feathers are cast aside. 

The notion which those who, like Dr. Weizmann, favour the “ Lovers 
of Zion” conception of the Movement, seem to nourish—and Dr, 
Weizmann for his part has-said so, in so many words, many times—is 
that all that is necessary is for Zionists to transmigrate to Palestine a 
large number of Jews, so that the inhabitants of the land may become if 
not the actual, then the moral majority there. Then it is supposed that 
ihe faci vi jews being in point of numbers or of racial predominance 
the chief inhabitants of Palestine, the country will, ipso facto, become 
to all intents and purposes nationally Jewish. There can, however, be no 
greater delusion than to think that the presence of a number of Jews 
in any given area constitutes that area Jewish in the sense in which the 

- Jewish Nationalist means that word to apply to Palestine. They would 
make Palestine Jewish in the sense in which Whitechapel or Hampstead 
is Jewish, or in-which the Frankfort gasse was Jewish. But that would 
not make Palestine as Jewish as England is English, or France is French. 
It would not, of itself, make Palestine nationality Jewish. It would make 
it Jewish in the sense that places are Jewish in the Diaspora, and not in 
the manner conceived of a Jewish National renaissance. 

WHAT IS A STATE? 

To counter this, the plea is set up that everything is different in 
Palestine, and that even without any political administrative status a big 
Jewish population in Palestine would become a different kind of entity from 
a big Jewish population anywhere else. There are few signs to justify that 

_ beautiful faith in the magic of Palestine, It is true that the Jew who is 
& colonist in Palestine is a finer specimen of humanity by far than the 


The Zionist - 


Jew in Palestine leads a healthy life in the open air contiguous to 
mother earth, and has the ineffable joy of winning from her, by loving 
toil in the glorious sunshine and in an exhilarating atmosphere, the 
plenteous fruits with which nature bas endowed her. How could a Jew 
be the same sort of Jew, tilling earth amid such conditions—conditions which 
make for health and energy—as the poor push-cart man, vending his 
wares in some filthy noisome backyard or town alley? To that extent, 
every Jew we can rescue from the bad conditions to good con- 
ditions, we have saved physically certainly, and morally probably. But 
we have not saved him as jew politically, which is the purpose of 
Jewish Nationalism; and without political and administrative rights for 
Jews as Jews, Palestine can never become Jewish in the sense in which 
the Jewish Nationalist uses that word. 

Then the idea appears to be prevalent that to ask for a State now 
were absurd, unreasonable, and monstrously premature, and that the only 
safe way is to go, as it is put, gradually by easy stages, to be content 
with getting what we can. Let us get a National Home now, it is urged, 
and, as Mr. Sacber hints, that will in time develop into a Jewish State. Now 
no Jewish Nationalist asks for or expects or imagines a full-blown Jewish 
State here and now. He asks only for such a settlement of Jews ia 
relation to Palestine as shall be clearly and unequivocably devised for the 
express purpose of setting the foundation of a future, but a certain 
Jewish State. On the other hand, your Cultural cum “ Lovers of Zion” 
Zionist understands National Home as something entirely different. 
Dr. Weizmann recently asked: What is a State? He knows 
quite well the story of the man who was asked: What is a 
Shofar? A Shofar is a Shofar. It is a trumpet and it is nota 
trumpet. It is a musical instrument, and yet everyone who has heard it 
sounded in the synagogue will agree that it is very far from being a 
musical instrument. Still, a Shofar is a Shofar, and every Jew knows 
what a Shofar is. In like manner, a State is a State, and every States- 
man should know what a State is. 

The idea that if a National Home, or, rather, a Home for Jews ia 
Palestine, is obtained now it will in due course develop automatically inte 
a Jewish State, is a fallacy. The things are distinct conceptions—the 
one as conceived by those of Dr. Weizmann’s school, the other as 
conceived by a Jewish Nationalist. Watches do not grow into cloeks, 
nor pistols into guns. You may hack and cut with a penknife but it 
never becomes a sword. But a puddle may become a pool, and a pool 
may become a lake—provided there are living waters available to effect 
the transformation—because the lake is water and the puddle is water. 
There is only an extension or multiplication of the same element. 
From what Mr. Sacher says, from what Dr. Weizmann has said, and 
above all from what Dr. Weizmann has no? said or has refused to say, I 
fear we must take it for granted that Dr. Weizmann has asked from 
the British Government, or from the Peace Conference, nothing which 
would constitute even the beginnings of a Jewish State. 

“THE DAY OF OUR ‘GALUTH’” 

It is for the Movement to say to what catent Dr. Weizmann has 
been faithful to the living principles underlying it, to its spirit rather 
than to the mere words of programmes which have been formulated by 
Zionist Congresses from time to time. It is for the Zionist Movement 
to say whether in all the circumstances Dr. Weizmann was 
justified in compromising the Movement by asking for what he 
did, rather than for that to which the Movement has all along 
laid definite claims, because he knew he could obtain the one and feared 
he could not obtain the other. It is for the Zionist Movement 
to say whether this petering down of the great Jewish Nationalist ideal 
to the small idea of Cultural Zionism with a dash of “ Lovers of Zion” 
Zionism thrown iu, and some Jewish Nationalist trimmings added, is an 
exemplification of its fondest hopes, or whether it does not form a cenotaph 
of its dearest dreams. It is for the Zionist Movement to say whether, 
assuming this to be so, the cenotaph may not yet be turned intoa milestone 
and the undoubtedly great work which Dr. Weizmann has done, in obtain- 
ing the recognition of the Jewish Nationalist position by the Powers of the 
earth, and the marvellous expansion of the Zicnist Movement be utilised, 
despite his failure to live up to the great opportunities which opened 
before him, but which he appears to have grasped with but timid hands.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


DR. WEIZMANN ON THE ZIONIST 
POSITION. 


MEETING IN THE EAST END. 

A public meeting, under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, 
was held on Wednesday at the People’s Palace, Mile End Road. Mr. M. 
USSISHKIN presided. 

The CHAIRMAN was enthusiastically received. Speaking in Hebrew, he said 
that Dr. Weizmann, who bad risen to the height of the occasion in the past few 
years, was about to explain to them the present Zionist situation, and would 
tell them of the demands that had been put before the world, the demand to 
restore to them that of which Jews had been robbed more than 2,000 years ago. 


It was quite natural that the Jewish public should be impatient for that great 
day when Eretz Yisrael would be restored to them. But they had to bea little 
more patient. He emphasised the three principles by which they would abide. 
They would insist on a whole, undivided Palestine, on Jewish labour to found 
in Palestine their own home, and on the predominance of the Hebrew language. 
There was no reason to doubt the realisation of the Balfour Declaration. They 
bad complete faith in Great Britain. (Loud applause.) 


Dr. WEIZMANN, who was greeted with loud and prolonged cheers, speak- 
ing in Yiddish, said that he wished to give a brief review of the develop- 
ment of the Zionist Movement, in order that they should be able to understand 
the present situation. It was twenty-two years ago since the first Zionist Con- 
gress was held and since Herzl formulated the political Zionist programme. 
For the first few years that ‘programme remained an abstract 
idea. Then, at the third Congress, Herzl went a _ stage further, 
and brought forward the scheme of a charter, which represented 
in concrete form the realisation of that ideal. What did the charter 
mean? Was it a Jewish State? Nota bit of it. It meant certain concessions 
from the old Turkey. The charter idea, however, had to be put later on in 
the background, because, as Herzl declared at one of the Congresses, they had 
come against an iron wal!. Turkey refused to grant the charter. The result 
was that Zionists, taking into consideration the logic of facts, came to the con- 
clusion that they had to work in-a different way, and to people the land 
with Jews. They worked in that direction, and not without moral and material 
success. He recalled those facts, because he wanted to-tell them that the 
Zionist Movement had obtained no less than Herzl demanded from Turkey, 
Indeed, they had obtained concessions from Great Britain which were unobtain- 
able from Turkey. They bad obtained the means to create, in good time, a Jewish 
National Home. Dr. Weizmann here repeated the various means whereby they 
could ultimately obtain the National Home in Palestine, as detailed in his speech 
reported in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of August 22nd. They never asked fora 
Jewish State, not only because they would not have got it, but because they 
were not in a position to undertake a Jewish State under the present conditions, 
Newspapers might be able to create anything, but a State could not be built 
through newspaper articles. It was no fault of theirs if the hungry Jewish 
people read into the Balfour Declaration more than it meant. He referred 
to the catastrophe that would ensue to the whole of the Jewish people if 
immigration into Palestine were nct regulated and restricted till the country was 
ready to receive it. Dr. Weizmann alluded to the critics of their finances, 
who complained that they were spending too much money, and remarked that 
those people forgot the great task before them, that they had to do the work of 
a State without. having the State behind them. Obviously it was simpler to 
run a Board of Guardians than a Zionist organisation. They were doing every- 
thing possible, they could do no better, and the next Zionist Congress would 
have to give its verdict, (Loud cheers.) 


Dr. DaicueEs and the Rev, J. K. GoLDBLoom then addressed the meeting, 
which concluded with the singing of Hatikvah. 
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UNITED STATES COMMISSION’S REPORT, 


AMERICAN MANDATE SUGGESTED. 


Messrs. Crane and King, the members of the American Mission to the Near 
East, have submitted a report to the Americah Peace Delegation in Paris in 
three sections, the first dealing with Syria, the second with Mesopotamia, and 
the third with non-Arabic-speaking Turkey. 

The report contains recommendations as to mandatories, which the two 
delegates refuse to make public; but they discussed with the Paris representa- 
tive of the Associated Press the result of their investigations in Syria and Asia 
Minor, The Syrians generally, they say, hold that Palestine should be included © 
in Syria, so as to form a united country, and they oppose the Zionist movement, 
as the Jews are only 10 per cent. of the population now, and the Moslems fear 
an influx from other countries. 

The Syrians and all other peoples regarded the American Mission as the 
means for taking a plebiscite, and frankly expressed their views, which Messrs. 
Crane and King say probably would not have been possible had an international 
mission gone, as the Peace Conference contemplated, but in which the French 
refused to participate. 

Apparently tne majority of people throughout Turkey favour foreign man- 
dates as the best means for rebabilitating the country, and, except in portions 
of the Lebanon, where the French are favoured, Messrs. Crane and King think 
there seems to be an overwhelming sentiment in favour of a United States 
mandate. 

The delegates expressed the opinion that the United States could maintain 
order both in European and Asiatic Turkey with very small forces, while other 
Powers would probably require considerable armies, They said a desire 
seemed general in Syria to have the Emir Feisul as King, and the nationalistic 
aspirations of the Syrians were based on President Wilson's fourteen points. 

The joint British-French declaration, circulated widely in Syria in 
November, 1918, promising that the people should be allowed to work out 
their own Government, made a great impression, and Syrians are relying firmly 
upon this promise as guarantee that they will not be prevented from giving 
free expression to their will. 

Messrs. Crane and King stated that their report does not necessarily advise 
a United States mandate for all Turkey, but it is believed, from their discussion, 
that they have reported that, in their opinion, much more than Armenia and 
Constantinople should be included in the American mandate if the United 
States decides to accept it.—Rewter, New York, Saturday. 


Mr. Perceval Landon, writing to the Daily Telegraph last Sunday from 
Paris, states ; 
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Unofficially the Syrian question has been occupying attention in Paris for 
the last fortnight, In this morning's Echo de Paris “ Pertinax” makes the 
statement that the [American] Commission is about to recommend the 
Government in Washington to undertake three distinct mandates from the 
ey of Nations, dealing respectively with Turkey, Mesopotamia, and 
Syria. 

It was pointed out in this column last week that Mr. Lloyd George had 
long ago made this offer to the United States, and it is interesting to see that 
after a personal inspection of the territory in question Mr. Crane and his 
colleagues have decided that this united trust can best be administered by his 
Own countrymen. 

But it need not be said that this pol cy does not commenLitself to those in 
Paris who are especially the champions of French interests in Syria. “ Pertinax” 
does not hesitate to say that the report of the Americans—who, of course, con- 
stitute only one-third of the triple commission appointed last March—cannot 
possess equitable value. He asserts that the presence of British troops in Syria 
has weighted the scales, not apparently in favour of the British bat in some 
manner which has deprived France of her just influence at this moment; and 
he goes on to say that some of the questions put by the American Commission 
bave revealed bias. And he asserts that the English have gone so far as to 
imprison an important chief in the region of Aleppo whose pro-French 
sympathies are known. 

These charges will], of course, demand the closest attention, when we have 
the official report of the action of the American commissioners. Meanwhile, 
the final conclusion to which he comes may be accepted by us with unfeigned 
sympathy. He demands that this being a matter that in the first place—and 
almost in the last—concerns the French and English alone, those two countries 
should come to an amicable understanding on the matter. It is only right 
to endorse the general sense ip Paris that France and England alone are best 
qualified to decide the Syrian matter.

The arrival here of Henry Churchill King and C. R. Crane, American Com- 
missioners, named by the Peace Conference to investigate conditions 
in the Turkish Empire and to report on questions concerning Mandates 
over countries to be formed out of this Empire, has created intense 
interest. Their presence in Jerusalem also is serving to remove any 
danger of violence by natives against Zionists. The opinion is that 
there will be no outbreaks at least until after the decision of the Peace 
Conference has been announced. The antipathy between natives and 
Zionists, however, is markedly increasing, and certainly will become 
a battle of words before the American Commissioners. 

The Zionisis want a British Mandate over Palestine, especially because of the 

* promises made to them several months ago by Arthur J. Balfour, 
British Minister for Foreign Affairs. On the other hand both Christians 
and Moslems want Syria and Palestine united under American mandate. 
These Christians and Moslems now present a sofid front, while there 
appears to be at least a slight division in the Zionist ranks. At least 
some of the resident Jews here are attacking the Zionists because of 
their failure to observe many orthodox practices —— 

The general sentiment is in favour of a union of Palestine and Syria, fear of 
Zionism being the compelling motive behind both Christians and 
Moslems. Leading natives state publicly they will resist Zionism to 
the death. There is no bostility against Jews already living here. 

The Zionist Commission, however, hope for a compromise, whereby a few 
thousand Jews will be admitted to the country every year. They are 
working to this end, and have announced that there is no intention on 
the part of the Zionists to take possession of the land and to set up 
a Zionist Government. They express regret at extravagant statements 

7 by Zionists in the United States and in England. 

Natives here declare that whatever Government is constituted in Palestine and 

Syria, they will enforce anti-Jewish Emigration Laws.

THE SECRET TREATY. 

With refernce to the foregoing, and to the agitation in France concern- 
ing the Syrian question, it is interesting to note that under the terms 
of the Secret Treaty entered into in the spring of 1916, between Russia, 
France, and Great Britain, special rights were to be granted to Great Britain in 
the Syrian ports of Haifa and Jaffa (both of which are in Palestine), and that 
Palestine was to be a protectorate under Kussia, France, and Great Britain.

com mission the Judeans), in a letter written last July from Palestine io 
his father, Mr. J. Rich, of Hanley, says: 

The War Office is at present, we believe, discugsing the future of the 
Jewish Battalions. The intention was, a month or two ago, to keep only one 
Battalion and send the rest away; then we were told that there was a 
possibility of two Battalions being kept. It is very possible that at the present 
moment the three Battalions may be disbanded. 

If that happens it will be a disaster for Jews in every part of the world, 
You know, it seems to me, when I read the JEwish CHRONICLE, that people at 
home have no conception of the situation out here. The Arabs are doing their 
utmost to prevent any further Jewish development in this country. An 
American mission bas recently been touring the country, and hearing deputa- 
tions, and every Arab deputation includes among other points in its programme 
the necessity for the complete cessation of further Jewish immigration. Between 
the Arab and the Jew there can at present be no friendsbip.- The Arabs are far 
too afraid and too jealous of us. If the Jewish Battalions are disbanded the 
Arabs will say straight away that if we are not fit to be used as soldiers by the 
British Government it is of no use entrusting us with self-government. The 
Battalion could be a great factor in the situation. It is*a wonderful score over 
the Arabs that the British Government should have enrolled us into ordinary 
British Battalions, with all the rights of, and with the same treatment as, British 
soldiers. It differentiates our grade of cultare and mentality without the 
shadow of a doubt from the culture and mentality and capabilities and 
possibilities of the Arab “natives.” The Arabs are doing their level best to 
show that they do not want us. At Nablus, quite recently (Nablus is the 
Shechem of the Bible), the Manager of the Anglo-Palestine Bank went with one 
or two other Jews to see what prospect there was of opening a Branch of the 
nape ve would give them food or lodging, and they had to leave the town 

night. 

The local newspapers are making great capital out of the pronouncements 
of the “ League of British Jews”; they are always summarised, and, of course, 
made all the more pro-Arab in the process. It is just one more example of how 
careful every Jew has to be when he makes public pronouncements of any 
kind. To Major Lionel de Rothschild it means nothing to get up on his 
legs and say what is in his mind; but, be ought to come out here and see for 
himself that all that the Arabs are waiting for is the withdrawal of British support 
from the Jews. The certain result will be wholesale attacks on the colonies, and 
Palestine will be a second Poland. 


JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 


[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED.] 


The second annual Conference of the Jewish National Fond Commission 
for England was held on Sunday week, at the Queen’s Hotel, Leeds, and was 
presided over by the Chairman, Mr. E. W. Rabbinowicz. 

Mr. Jacob Moser, ].P., Mr. Sillman, and Rabbi Astrinsky welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of Leeds Jews, the Jewish Representative Council, and the 
Mizrachi respectively. 

Messages were read by the Secretary from the Head Office of the Jewish 
National Fun!, Dr. V. Jacobsohn, Member of the Inner Actions Committee, 
Mr. L. Kessler, Director of the Jewish National Fand, and Dr. Shmarya Levin. 

Apologies were read from Sic Alfred Mond, Bart., M.P., Rabbi S. Daiches, 
and Rabbi Yoffey, who were prevented from being present. 

The Conference was attended by sixty-six delegates and fraternal delegates, 
representing the local Commissions of the Jewish National Fund all over the 
country. 

The Chairman gave a short report on the activities of the Commision 
since the beginning of the current year. He poinred out that of the 420,000 for 
which the Zronists in the United Kingdom had been assessed for the year 1919, 
over £14,000 had already been raised by the end of July. 

The morning sitting was closed with a paper by Dr. B. Epstein, Inspector of 
the Head Office, on the future of the Jewish National Fund. Daring the 
afternoon sitting the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom moved and Mr. Morris Myer 
seconded that a campaign be initiated for the raising of £20,000 during the 
next twelve months towards the “*‘Dr. Max Nordau Garden City.'’ The 
suggestion made by the Executive that a ‘' Palestine Week '' be arranged in 
London and the provincial centres for this purpose, was enthusiastically carried. 

The Constitution, as amended by the special sub-committee elected from 
among the delegates, consisting of Messrs. N. I. Adler, Jerome Jacobs, 
B. Janner, A Marks, Lazarus Coben, M. Blomfield and S. P. Abrams, B.A., 
and Miss F. Blasbkey, was carried unanimously. 

An Executive was elected consisting of Mr..E. W. Rabbinowicz, Chairman; 
the Rev. Z. Dimson and Mr. Morris Myer, London Vice-Presidenits: Mr. 
Sol Coben and Mr. Sillman, Provincial Vice-Presiden's; the Kev. 
]. K. Goldbloom, Treasurer ; and Mr Percy P. Baker, Hon Secretary; Messrs. 
A. Marks and L. Eisen, London Members; B. Janner, B.A., S. P. Abrams, Sol 
Harris, |. Heiman, and Jerome Jacobs, Provincial Members. 

Later in the afternoon Mr. Nathan Cohen presided over a public meeting 
held at the Albert Hall, which was addressed by Dr. B. Epsteia, the Rev. J. K.

| [OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. 

The eighth Conference of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans was held at 
the Zionist Hall, Bedford Street, Liverpool. Bro. I. InGano, Deputy Grand 
Commander, presided. Nearly one hundred officer’ and delegates, representing 
the various Beacons of the Order, were present. 

H. Sacher, Grand Commander of the Order, 
regretting his inability to attend the Convention owing to important Zionist 
work in London.

to the Convention. Messages of encouragement were received from Mr. 
falius Simon on behalf of the Greater Actions Committee, and from Bro. Dr. 
Max Nordau, to whom the Corference passed a vote of congratulation on the 
occasion of his seventieth birthday. | 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, referred to the great 
loss the Zionist cause had suffered by the deaths Mr. Aaron Aaronson and 
Colonel Sir Mark Sykes. The meeting adopted; in silence, motions of con- 
dolence at the deaths of these Zionists, and of members of the Order who had 
passed away during the year. 

* The CHAIRMAN referred to the work of the Zionist Delegation in Paris 
and to the reception of the Zionist Delegates by the Supreme Council of the 
Peace Conference. During the past twelve months the Beacons had been 
active in various forms of Zionist propaganda, and bad assisted in the campaign 
for the Zionist Preparation Fuad and the Jewish Petition. In connection with 
the appeal for the sale of shares in the Jewish Colonial Trust, the Chairman 
reported that 6,000 shares were disposed of through the Order, although the 
Order, at its last annual meeting, bad pledged itseif to raise only 2,000 shares. 
In all cases the Order had co-operated with the English Zionist Federation, the 
Jew sh National Fund Commission, and the United Council of Jewish Friendly 
Societies. In connection with the revised Constitution of the Deputies of 
British Jews, the Order had elected Bro. E. W. Rabbinowicz as its Delegate on 
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the Deputies. In conclusion, the Chairman expressed the Order's appreciation of 
the valuable services which the Zionist leaders were rendering to the Jewish 
National Cause, and assured the Executive of the Zionist Organisation of the 
devotion and loyalty of each and every member of the Order. 

After a discussion the repart was unanimously adopted. 

Resolutions defining the status of the Order as an independent constituent 
of, and its relations to, the Zionist Organisation, and to other Organisations, 
were submitted by the Liverpool Beacons, and after discussion were adopted. 
decided to increase the members’ contribution to the Zionist Fund of the 

The proposals of the Executive Council dealing with the creation of a 
Centralised Death Endowment Fund were adjourned until the next Annual 
Conference. The Conference decided to suspend the War Emergeney Con- 
tributions at the end of the present financial year. Various proposals dealing 
with the Maccabean Land Co., Ltd., the issue of Bulletins, Jewish Friendly 
Society Convale cent Home, and sundry matters of-organisation were adopted. 

Bro. S. Marks delivered a report on the work of the Zionist Bureau in Paris, 
and was thanked for bis address. 

Following the Conference the annual Grand Beacon meeting was held, at 
which the resolutions adopted at the Conference were confirmed. The 
financial accounts and balance-sheet of the Order were adopted,

CONGRESS OF POLISH ZIONISTS. 


VISIT OF Mk. MORGENTHAU. 

On August 18th, the first Congress of Polish Zionists was opened. Three 
bundred and fifty delegates and more than a thousand visitors were present. 
Galicia was represented by a large delegation. The Zionists of Lithuania 


sent the well-known poet, L. Jaffa, as their delegate. The President, Dr. 
Klummel, opened the Conference in a Hebrew speech, in the course of which 
he’ described the events of the past .few years. The Conference lasted some 
days and earnestly discussed all problems of the colonisation of Palestine and 
the situation of the Jews in Poland. On the third day Mr. Morgenthau visited 
the Conference and delivered a speech. He said, inter alia, that although he 
was not a Zionist he was not an opponent of Zionism. America was not well- 
informed on the situation of the Polish Jews. American Jews desired to have 
Jews from Poland. The entire question did not concern only the Jews who 
were able to emigrate to Palestine, because the majority would remain ia 
Poland, and beter conditions must be created for them. Mr. Morgenthau 
expressed the opinion tha; a Commission should travel from place to place to 
study the situation and to evolve a satisfactory plan. 


ZIONIST CONFERENCE IN SLOVAKIA, 


The first Conference of Zionists in the new Slovakia State was held at 
Pressburg on the 19th August. It was decided to establish a Central Bureau 
for Slovakia with headquariers at Pressburg, as well as a Jewish School 
Committee. 


A COMPANY TO BUILD HOUSES IN PALESTINE. 


A company to build houses in Palestine has been founded in Berlin, with 
a branch in Vienna. 


PRINTING AND PUBLISHING HOUSES IN 
JERUSALEM. 

The plan to consolidate the American ‘Jerusalem Printing Works 
Association with the Petrograd Saciety Kiryath Septer (City of the Book) 
whose object in common is to establish in Jerusalem a modern printing and 
publishing house, has been effected by representatives of both organisations. 

In the meantime the Hebrew daily paper ‘‘ Hadashot Haaretz” (*' The 
news of the Land'’) was started, and a su:table site for the buriding is being 
negotiated by the Palestine Committee. During the brief Kerensky régime a 
number of influential Jews in Petrograd organised the society ‘' Kiryath 
Sepher '’ with the object in view stated above. About the same time a number 
of jews in America organised the Jerusalem Printing Works Associarion, and 
proceeded to raise the sum of 200,000 dols., by disposing of 4 000 shares of the 
par value of 50 dols. each. The representatives of the Petrograd Society who 
proceeded to Palestine were soon cut off from Russia by reason of the Bolshevik 
revolution. They succeeded, however, in rasing in Palesiine a considerable 
sum of money to start adaily paper The American organisation has thus far 
secured subscriptions amounting to 35,000 dols. and expecis to raise the full 
amount of 200 000 dols. 

The establishment of the Jerusalem Printing Works in Jerusalem within 
the next two years seems to be assured

“Civis Britannicus Sum!” 
By Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN, Cardiff. 


[To THe EpiTor.) 

Sir,—Our modern “Chartists,” who consider anti-Alien Acts and 
Denaturalisation Laws as small things, and confound the principles o{ 
democracy with the principles of outlawry, should remember the wise words of 
Charles Kingsley, in this his centennial year, who urged bis countrymen never 
to despise the day of small things that might lead to greater ones, and in 1844 
reminded the Chartists of that day of the need for individual reform, as we!) a; 
collective betterment. 

Here I give a copy of a leiter I received from the Secretary of State for 
War some time ago: 

With reference to your letter of the 14th December, 1918, addressed to the Secre- 
tary of State for.War, asking to be supplied with information tegarding the number of 
British-born and naturalised British subjects who have proved themselves traitors (o 
this country during the War, I am directed to inform you that it would be contrary to 
practice to comply with your request. 

It was not out of idle curiosity that I made the inquiry to which this is the 
reply, but it was my utter abhorrence of the new detestable legislation concery. 
ing the Revocation of Naturalisation Certificates and a desire to prove the 
smallness of it that led metodoaso. But whether the percentage is more or 
less among one section of British subjects or another, is quite beside my point. 
One who is a member of the British nation and who bas always been proud of 
British law and order, must feel ashamed that at atime when England has 
made so much use of the naturalised and not nataralised alien inhabitants of 
this country, to bring the war to a viciorious end, the liberal laws concerning 
them that have been kept intact for.centuries should be so cruelly swept 
away. Just let us pause for a moment and consider. 

The Natovralisation Act was passed in England as far back as the year 
1347. This Act admits an alien or foreigner to the full privileges and responsi- 
biliies of citizenship. Once the integrity and fitness of a person to be a 
British subject was proved, and a certificate of naturalisation grantéd, the alien 
became ipso facto a full fledged Britisher. So far the English law played no 
favourites and knew no standards but the equal rights of all citizens, born or 
naturalised. Thew have never been any special covenanis and understandings 
within the general common family of British subjects. The scale of British 
justice has never been turned azainst the merit or demerit of a naturalised 
British subject. An applcant for naturalisation agrees to share the burdens of 
his adopted country and to stand the supreme punishment meted out to any 
subject if he be found disloyal. But any app!itcant for British citizenship with the 
least ammount of honour and self-respect will look upon “denaturalisation,” or, to 
call it by its proper name, Outlawry, as a mean and degrading punishment. 

Let us turn the pares of ancient Roman history and go as far back as 
sixty or seventy years before the Christian era to a time when the innocence of 
an accused man was a very insufficient protection before a Roman jury, and 
we shall see in what language the great Koman advocate, Cicero, cond mthed 
Verres, the Governor of a province, for causing one Publies Gavius, a Roman 
citizen, to suffer the capit«! penalty reserved for slaves alone. This Gavius of 
Consa was falsely charged with being a spy and he was put to a terrible death, 
by the order of Verres, in spite of his crying, “Civis Romanus sum!” “I am 
a Koman citizen!” 

“It was not Gavius,” says Cicero, “it was not a single victim, unknown to 
fame, a mere individual Roman citizen; it was the common cause of liberty, 
the common rights of citizenship, which you there (Verres) outrayed and put to 
a shameful death ” This great orator proclaimed in a supremely masterly 
manoer, the recognised principle that, in every quarter of the world, 
the humblbest wanderer who could say he was a Roman citizen 
sould Gnd protection in the name, “O name of liberty, sweet to our ears! 
© right of citizenship in which we glory! . . Did you dare to drag tothe cross 
any man who claimed to be a citizen of Rome? ” Continong bis mgni- 
ficent piece of declamation, among other things, Cicero says, “ Take away this 
co fidence, destroy this safeguard for our Roman citizen—once establish the 
principle that there is no protection in the words, ‘ 1 am a citizen of Rome '— 
that pravtor or magrstrate may with impunity sentence to what punishment he 
will, a man who says he is a Rqman citizen, mer ly because somebody does not 
know it for afact, and at once, by admitting such a defence, you are shutting 
up against our Komaa citizens all our provinces, all foreign siates, despotic or 
independent—all the whole world, in short, which bas ever lain open to our 
national enterprise beyond all.” 

This rs a telling flustration for our true Britons who at the present day 
trample under foot the nghts of British citizenship. What would Cicero have 
said, were he alive now, to the Committee on the Revocation of Naturalisation 
Certificates, presided over by Mr. Jusrice Salter, when they sat to consider the 
case of Mr_ Philip Alexius de Laszlo on June 27th—a trial that lasted four days 
—and came to the decision that Mr. de Larzio’s certificate should not be 
revoked? And again, what would Cicero have said had he been 
defending advocate of even such a man as Trebitsch Lincoln? Who 
can imitate the sublimity of Cicero's eloquence? But anyone who 
knows a little about him can partly guess the gist of what be would have said. 
After stating the facts in a Ciceronian manner, he would have said something 
like this: Gentlemen, I did not intend in my pleading to press this case so 
strongly, but you must always bear in mind that such men are sharers of 
the cuizensh:p of Britain, that their naturalisation certificates cannot be treated 
as mere scraps of paper, and that if once British, always and everywhere 
British. If you find them guilty of breaches of law actuated by disloyalty then 
punish them with all the rigour of the law as you would any Englishman who 
proved bimsel{ a traitor to his country. But you dare not denaturalise—or, 
better to sav, outlaw one who cries “ Civis Britannicus sum!” To do this is not 
only a crime committed against the very name and rights of British citizenship, 
but it is far more, it is a political blunder, the enormity of which only time is 
capable of showing! . .. 

Just over twenty centuriesago, when Cicerolived in Rome, Britain was a mere 
speck on the landscape of the world, Now, the British Empire forms, with its 
colonies, dependencies, protectorates, and spheres of influence, the largest State 
in the world. What was it that made Britain so great? My answer is: It was 
that Great Britain's statesmen al ways acted in the spirit of the ancient law, “Thou 
shalt keep no man from the running stream or from lighting his torch at iby 
bearih,” and they always strove for the highest civilisation that Europe could 
attain, which embodies justice, equity, and fair play as its principles, fear of 
God and humanity as its motive power. “ Anti-Alien” and “ Denaturalisation” 
enactments, which Parliament considers small things and despises now, may 
lead hereafter to greater things that will jeopardise British prestige for all time. 

All who are proud of British name and glory must act as true patriots, and 
do all in their power so that sucly obnoxious enactments shall be repealed. 
Let the British Empire, which has sacrificed so much in blood and treasure to 
“vindicate the principles of peace and justice in the life of the world as 
against selfish autocratic power, and to set up among really free and self- 
governed peoples of the world such a concert of purpose and action, as will 
henceforth ensure the observance of these principles”"—show her real 
worth now and give every ounce of her powerful assistance to raise suffering 
humanity above the black storm clouds that now hover above us. Following 
the advice given by President McKinley in 1897, we must watch our national 
honour and always insist upon the enforcement of the lawful rights of British 
citizens everywhere. Our diplomacy should seek nothing more and accept 
nothing less shan is due to one and all whocan say—"“ Civis Britannicus Sum " !

[To THE Epitor.] 


S1r,—The letter of your correspondent—“S”—must have brought to many 
others like myself—ever out-reaching for the fulfilment of those spiritual 
aspirations towards the Higher Judaism—such supreme satisfaction as only 
those can know who fail in the faculty of rendering articulate their own deepest 
feelings and unuttered thought in such facile and sublime expression as that 
which bas emanated from so able a writer. 


Neither the question of local for a College, nor the most perfect theologi- 
cal equipment, nor an obstinate and undiscriminating adherence to the 
traditions of Judaism as expressed by outward observance in a mediaval age— 
and under other conditions of a totally diferent environment—can ever hive 
the effect of lifting us out of spiritual darkness into a clear path that shall 
ultimately lead to a fairer horizon with a life renewed by light and hope. 

But on one material point particularly | would wish further to enlarge, one 
on which “S” has touched but inc dentally, and that is the priestly travesty of 
the Chazaa-Shochet official combination. For out of my own painful experi- 
ence it is such as must evoke the strongest personal protest against its most 
detrimental continuance. In circumstancés, beyond my own control, in 
an overseas’ community, the only synagogue to which it was possible to resort 


_ for congregational religious worship with some of the very young members of 


my family was one in which the major portion of the service was performed in 
Hebrew almost entirely by the official whose week-day duties were those of 
Shochet and Collector to the members of our smal! community. 

Able enough in all other respects to fulfil with proficiency the demands of 
that particular vocation—in his position within the synagogue as ostensibly that 
of a religious leader, and as such claiming the veneration and respect this sacred 
office should command—his presence there was provocative only of ridicule 
and irreverence, and most hopelessly and sadly militated against my own 
earnest and very ardent desire to stimulate the real Jewish consciousness and 
that spiritual inspiration in these young people which the highest form of com- 
munal worship can so surely have it in its power very greatly to develop. 

While failing nowise in a due appreciation of our dietary laws as a wise 
and important disciplinary code and one of extreme moral value, I yet feel 
through their undue prominence in our religious administration, to which they 
are often too intimately related, that they wistakenly place the Shochet on a 
point of eminence whereby not only the small body of his own coreligionists— 
but, alas! too commonly the non-Jew as well, to our detriment be it said—have 
come to accept him in his dual capacity of Chazan-Shochet as a recognised 
spiritual leader, and as such representative of the Jewish community.

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


» » » BY ONE OF THEM... . 


The “Silly Season” articles are a wee bit later than is customary; but 
their tardiness is more than compensated for by reason of their unusaalness, 
Here, for exaniple, is one of them, penned by a clever writer in a New York 
contemporary. Observe the hea line: “Should We Retain Oar Specifically 
Jewish Names?” A more profitable subject, you'll agree, than a dissertation 
on “Should Jews carry pig-skin note cases?” Our author would sweep Jewish 
names right out of existence, deeming it ridiculous that the sins of nomenclature 
perpetrated by the fathers should be visited upon the children of to-day. No 
half-measures, says he. It matters not a bit that you replace the Samuels, 
Isaacs, and Rebeccas, with Miltons, Herberts, and Adéles—“the rub is in the 
surnames; notin the call-names.” Strike out the Cohens! Eliminate the 
Levys! Banish the Abrahamses for ever and for aye! 


And why should we slough our good old surnames, with the ease of a 
summer belle peeling off her jumper? Because our children are in need of “a 
surname, at the pronunciation of which, if they are in non-Jewish society, they 
need not blush, consciously or unconsciously.” Moreover, it is the fact, so we 
are told, that “the anti-Jewish prejudice of to-day, and above all, in this 
country (America) clings mostly to the specific Jewish garb of ournames,” But, 
surely, the nameisn’t everything. If a Moses changes his name to Montgomery 
or a Goldstein to Grabam, where's the advantage unless he can change, also, 
his Semitic physiognomy ? 

But our author most cleverly evades this aspect of the matier, “ To save 
my soul,” he says, “I cannot see any valid reason for the Cobns, Kobns, and 
Cowens, the Levys, Lewys, and Lewis, the Finkelsteins, the Rachmanowitches, 
and so on, carrying a kind of Yiddish-Hebrew chip on their shoulders in this 
blessed Anglo-Saxon country of ours.” So there! We are told of that 
English-Jewish family of Spanish origin, Rodrigues, which, “in order to show 
that it has left the past behind it, transformed its sonorous name into poshct 
Rogers.” Believe me, I like Rodrigues better, even though that Anglo-Jewish 
family have a poor opinion of my taste. 


Why this desire for a sweeping Anglo-Saxonisation of the old familiar 
names? Because such a proce’s would be helpful to the commercial and 
social progress of folk, whose ancestors came to the land of the almighty dollar 
from the ghettoes of Russia, Galicia, and Rumania. And so it came about 
that the views of the 28,000 Cohen and Levy families in America were solicited, 
Let me say that those of priestly lineage were not slow in nibbling at the bait. 
Some of their opinions are nothing if not interesting. 


There are brickbats cunning!y mingled with the bouquets, and it seems to 
me that the would-be pioneer of Anglo-Saxonisation must be a bit sorry he had 
not chosen a somewhat less disturbing thesis. Some are frankly with him. 
Hark to this voic2 of anguish: “Icry out, with every drop of blood flowing 
through my veins, to give up these Jewish names.” This lady, whose mis- 
fortune it is to bear the name of Levy, rather laments the fact that she has 
exchanged a non-Jewish maiden name for one so obviously Hebraic. uite 
apart from what Alr. Levy may think about it, “there are times and moments 
when the name is more than awkward, the situation tense, and a realisation 
that Levy as a name is an additional obstacle to surmount in life's battle.” 
Poor, poor woman ! 


One letter pleases me mightily. Penned by another lady, it seems to 
administer a resounding thwack across the philosopher's knuckles. “If, ‘with 
the name Levy, success cannot be acquired, shail it not be written down that 
the cause lies not with the name, but with the man?” There is a fighting 
class, the lady reminds us, the kind which will not permit a Jewish name te 
hinder them from reaching their goal. “What joy the Jewish heart must feel 
when one picks up a beautiful poem, a well-written story, an inspiring song. . . 
and the writer isa Jew! For that one moment our bitter trials are forgotien, 
and these men become our ideals.” 


I wish there were greater space at my disposal to analyse still further this 
absorbing correspondence. What is the use of it, after all? A man's Jewish 
origin is there all the time, whatever new name he may choose for himself. It is 
an insult to the intelligence of the non-Jew ; an insult to a great people whose 
forbears, as Disraeli once put it, were Princes in Israel when other nations 
were roaming the forests, clad in their summery, inexpensive garment of woad! 


It is most encouraging to learn that the Government has decided, very 
late in the day, to take tbe profiteer seriously in hand. One hopes it will turn 
its attention to the very gross evidence of sharp practice on the part of scores 
of retailers in the East End. Many of these, unfortunately, are of our own 
faith, grocers, in the main, being habitual offenders. So far as the butchers 
are concerned, the Sbechita Board might well employ its officials in ferreting 
out cases in which the law bas been infringed. 


The real difficulty is that any threat to inform against offenders is met with 
the response that such action will react on the head of the informant, and that 
supplies will be curtailed or cut off entirely. It is, on the other hand, very 
pleasant to turn to the record of one great Jewish firm of purveyors, whose list 
of registered customers runs into thousands, and whose scrupulous.regard for 
the food regulations, coupled with the fair treatment of their poorer clients, 
provides one of the happiest phases of the present situation.
